Until  recently  photoelasticity  has  been  confined  mainly  to  two 
dimensions,  the  stress  in  depth  assujned  to  be  constants   In  three- 
dimensional  workj  studies  have  been  limited  to  symetrical  objectSo 

Dr.  Frocht's  work  will  be  to  extend  the  scope  of  photoelasticity 
to  general  problems  and  to  improve  the  method  for  symetrical  problemso 
It  will  include  a  study  of  fundamental  principles,  perfecting  methods 
and  techniques,  and  an  application  to  practical  problems, 

Hiotoelasticity  is  an  experimental  method  of  determining  stress 
by  applying  loads  to  transparent  models  of  real  objects  in  a  polar iscope 
and  analysing  quantitatively  the  pattern  produced  by  the  interaction  of 
of  the  polarized  light  with  the  models. 

The  study  today  rests,  in  the  imin,  on  the  ability  to  permanently 
freeze  or  fix  a  pattern  into  a  material  after  the  loads  have  been  rem^ovedc 
Progress  in  three-dimensional  photoelasticity  has  been  accelerated  by 
the  development  of  "Fosterite^  "  a  material  of  greater  stability  than 
previous  materials.

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KMISAS  CITY  —  The  need  for  housing  which  goes  unanswered  today  is  proof 
that  the  entire  building  indujtry  is  obsolete.  Serge  Cherraayef f ,  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  said  today. 

Speaking  at  the  Home  Planners'  Forum  sponsored  by  the  City  Bond  and  Ivbrtgage 
company  in  Kansas  City,  Chermayeff  noted  that  the  United  States  needs  at  least 
10,000,000  new  homes  and  the  world  needs  half  a  billion. 

"The  ouilding  industry  must  become  industrialized  at  the  top  level  of 
scientific,  technological,  and  economic  efficiency.  This  implies  the  application 
of  the  economics  of  mass  production  to  house  elements  for  both  outside  enclosure 
and  interior  equipment,"  Chemnayeff  said. 

"The  very  nature  of  this  production  process  means  that  we  must  stop  producing 
unrelated  and  useless  objects  of  furnishing  and  produce  instead  correlated  and 
perfect  tools. " 

Cherimyeff ,  exponent  of  modern  design  and  one  of  the  leaders  in  contemporary 
architecture,-  related  the  need  for  "rethinking  the  problem  of  the  house"  to  the 
huge  toll  of  accidents  which  occijr  in  the  horae,- 

"These  accidents  account  for  one-third  of  all  accidents.  Annually,  3» 0^0, 000 
persons  suffer  injury  in  the  home  and  more  than  32,000  are  killed.  The  financial 
loss  is  set  well  above  $6,000,000.  The  most  direct  method  of  dealing  with  this 
condition  is  by  redesigning  the  home  and  its  equipment." 
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Deniand  for  more  usable  homes  and  home  equipment  must  come  from  the  people 
themselves,  Oherraayeff  said,  explaining? 

"The  highest  peaks  of  achievements  spring  from  situations  in  which  the 
individual  is  physically,  emotionally,  and  intellectually  responsive  to  his 
environment. 

"Our  society  tends  away  from  the  development  of  this  kind  of  integrated 
individual.  We  are  actually  inhibiting  the  very  qualities  which  we  need  for  the 
development  of  a  contemporary  art  commensurate  with  contemporary  science  and 
technology, 

"i7e  will  have  gone  far  toTrards  the  achievement  of  democratic  objectives 
when  we  have  established  a  sense  of  security  based  on  the  four  freedoms  and  have 
implemented  these  concepts  with  the  physical  facts  for  good  housing,  decent  schools, 
well-planned  cities^  and  preserved  natural  resources."

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CHICAGO — Prediction  of  acoustics  of  a  structure  before  it  is  biiilt 
is  novv  possible  through  ultrasonics,  according  to  scientists  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

They  have  just  completed  a  study  of  future  acoustical  properties  in 
the  nexT  music  pavilion  to  be  built  this  spring  for  the  Ravinia  Festival.   Plans 
for  the  roofed  pavilion  were  revealed  recently. 

"If  we  use  sound  waves  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  a  scale  model,  we 
can  take  the  guesswork  cut  of  acoustics,"  contends  Dr.  Howard  C.  Hardy,  super- 
visor of  acoustics  and  vibrations  research  at  the  Foundation. 

"To  be  proportionate  the  test  sounds  must  be  of  high  frequency,  some 
of  them  ultrasonic,"  Hardy  explained.  "Ultrasonic  sounds  are  too  high  pitched 
for  the  human  ear,  but  they  act  the  same  as  sound  waves  in  full-size  structures. 

Foundation  researchors  used  a  scale  model  l/20  the  size  of  the  pro- 
posed Ravinia  Park  pavilion  and  studied  ultrasonic  test  sounds  20  times  the 
frequency  of  an  average  orchestra's  music.   The  experiments  were  done  for 
Holabird  and  Root  and  Burgee,  Chicago  architects. 

"■prtien  we  made  an  ultrasonic  sound  in  the  model,  it  was  the  same  as  a 
musical  note  played  by  the  orchestra  in  the  full-sized  pavilion,"  Hardy  ex- 
plained.

Foundation  acoustics  experts  put  a  microphone  sensitive  to  ultrasonic 
sounds  at  the  end  of  a  bamboo  pole.  They  fished  around  the  entire  audience 
area  of  the  scale  model,  picking  up  readings  from  special  ultrasonic  loud- 
speakers placed  at  the  center  of  the  m.cdel's  stage. 

The  acoustical  fishermen  m.easured  the  spread  of  sound  throughout  the 
pavilion,  learning  v/hether  some  seats  might  be  better  than  others.   They  report 
all  seats  reasonably  good,  with  no  disturbing  echoes. 

The  physicists  also  checked  on  "liveness"  of  the  pavilion.  Sounds 
have  "hangovers,"  or  reverberation  times;  and  the  researchers  made  sure  that 
the  pavilion  v/ill  not  sound  like  either  the  inside  of  a  rain  barrel  (long 
reverberation  time)  or  a  padded  cell  (short  reverberation  time),  but  comfortably 
between  the  two. 

The  ultrasonic  sounds  reverberated  for  a  very  short  time  in  the  scale 
model,  about  l/lO  of  a  second.   This  T/ill  amount  to  about  two  seconds  in  the 
pavilion.  After  turning  the  sound  source  on  and  off  and  measuring  the  rate  of 
sound  decay  from  various  parts  of  the  audience  area  at  various  frequencies, 
the  acoustics  men  predict  that  the  pavilion  will  be  properly  "alive." 

Hardy  reports  that  the  musicians  inside  the  band  shell  v/ill  also  be 
able  to  hear  themselves  well.  He  pointed  out  that  musicians  need  to  hear  all 
other  instrum.ents,  as  well  as  their  own,  to  play  as  a  unit. 

"l/Ye  even  had  ultrasonic  people,"  Hardy  said.   An  audience  absorbs 
sound,  he  explained,  an  average  person  being  equal  to  three  square  feet  of 
perfect  sound  absorber,  or  four  to  fivt;  square  feet  of  acoustical  tile.

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The  simulated  listeners  consisted  of  a  blanket  of  superfine  glass 
ViTOol  crumpled  over  the  model's  seating  area. 

To  spread  the  sound  effectively  to  the  outer  corners  of  the  audience. 
Foundation  researchers  designed  curved  surfaces  for  the  sides  of  the  band- 
shell.   This  design  improvement  v;ill  send  more  music  out  to  "right  and  left 
field,"  as  Hardy  expresses  it. 

'^.Vith  ultrasonics  and  scale  models  vre  can  prevent  the  building  of 
acoustical  monstrosities,"  Hardy  contends.   "At  relatively  small  cost  vrc   can 
noT/  predict  acoustics,  not  tolerate  what  v/e  get  when  the  building  is  up  and 
the  money  spent."

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CHICAGO — A  new  method  cf  making  fine  T>rire  less  than  l/lO  the  thickness  of 
human  hair  was  revealed  today  by  Dr.  Hovmrd  T.  Francis,  supervisor  cf  electrochem- 
istry research  at  Arm-our  Research  Foundation  cf  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Naval  Ordnance  Laboratory,  Foundation  scientists  have 
produced  0,00015  inch  diameter  wire  in  the  laboratory.   In  the  new  method,  Dr. 
Francis  explains,  wire  passes  through  a  chemical  bath  in  which  an  electric  current 
is  flowing.  The  process  polishes  away  the  wire's  surface. 

"The  wire  becomes  an  electrode  in  an  electropolishing  bath  and  is  dissolved 
away  to  the  desired  size,"  he  said. 

Yfire  is  normally  made  by  drawing  metal  through  successively  smaller  holes  un- 
til a  desired  diameter  is  reached.   The  new  electrochemical  method  of  m.aking  ex- 
tremely fine  wire  amounts  to  an  eating  av/ay  of  surface  metal  rather  than  a  mechani- 
cal drawing  operation. 

One  use  of  fine  wire  may  be  in  making  smaller,  m.ore  compact  electronic  equip- 
ment. Delicate  scientific  instruments  could  also  be  made  more  sensitive  with  ex- 
tremely thin  wire. 

The  Foundation  plans  further  research  on  the  method.  Dr.  Francis  said.  The 

electrcchemists  would  like  to  know  hov;  the  process  works  with  various  metals  and 

just  hovr  fine  a  virire  can  be  made  and  used  practically,

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CHICAGO — A  photographic  film  that  will  work  like  a  charm  in  arctic 
cold  or  tropical  heat  has  been  developed  by  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion of   Il].inois   Institute   cf  Technology . 

The  U.S.   Army  Signal  Corps  viranted  to  find  such  a  film,    one   that 
would  operate   at  temperatures   ranging  from  65  degrees  below  zero   to  lUO  degrees 
above  zero  Fahrenheit.     They  found  that  ordinary  film  is  extremely  fragile  at 
UO  below. 

After  completing  a  two-year  search  for   such   a  useful  film.   Founda- 
tion  scientists  have   come  up  with  a  recommendation  for  one   that  meets  Signal 
Corps   specifications. 
j:  The   scientists   looked  for  a  compound  that  has  high  molecular  weight, 

I       because  this  has   a  close  relationship  with  flexibility,    is  easily  available,    and 
I        is  reasonably  inexpensive.      The-f  concluded  that  the   ideal  substance  for  making  the 
film  would  be  found   among  the  cellulose  derivatives,  which  are  high  in  molecular 
weight,, 

(mere  ) 
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They  then  found  thjree  possibilities  among  the  derivatives:  ethyl 
cellulose,  n-propyl  cellulose,  and  n-propyl  cellulose  acetate.  Of  these,  they 
chose  n-propyl  cellulose. 

In  the  laboratory  work,    the  scientists  developed  a  device  for   sub- 
jecting the  film  to  wear  and  tear.      It  is   a  simulated  camera  apparatus,  which 
sends  the  film  through  a  maze   of   sprockets   at  high  speed  and  over  sharp  turns. 
It  is   an  enclosed  box,  i;ith  a  supply  of  dry  ice  which  brings   the  temperature 
doY-n  to  65  bcloTJ-.     To  check  the  effects  of  heat,   the   chemical  compound  itself 
was  observed  at  high  temperatures.

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CHICAGO  —  April  6  ~  A  growing  desire  by  many  foreign  countries  to  relax 
government  controls  and  encourage  private  enterprise  has  brought  us  up  to  the 
crucial  moment  when  the  system  of  competitive  enterprise  can  be  saved  for  the 
benefit  of  the  viorld's  people  or  possibly  lost  forever,.  Philip  D,  Reed,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  General  Electric  Company  and  president  of  the  International 
Chamber  of  Commerce  declared  here  today. 

"Officials  of  many  foreign  governments  are  now  disillusioned  by  their 
experience  vi/ith  government  o?mership  and  appalled  by  the  enormity  of  the  task 
of  extending  it,"  Ifr..  Reed  said. 

"I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  much  has  yet  been  done  to  release  the  shackle? 
on  private  enterprise.  But  instead  of  eager,  confident  reaching  for  more  control 
and  direction  of  the  economy,  these  governuments  are  talking  about  relaxing  con- 
trols, encouraging  private  enterprise  and  asking  what  needs  to  be  done  to  create 
a  climate  favorable  to  the  flov;  of  private  investments  into  their  countries.

Doubts  are  now  being  expressed  as  to  the  validity  of  the  claims  made  for  socialism 
and  tight  central  control  of  the  economy." 

Speald-ng  before  the  Midwestern  Power  Conference,  Mr.  Reed  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  United  States  cannot  stop  the  trend  tovfard  socialism  unless  other 
countries  dn.  He  said  that  we  shall  preserve  our  economic  system  and  productive 
vitality  only  so  long  as  other  large  trading  areas  of  the  world  adhere  to  the  same 
principles. 

Ivlr.  Reed  pointed  out  that  the  United  States  will  spend  less  than  hO 
million  dollars  on  its  foreign  information  program  in  the  next  year.   This,  he 
said,  is  far  less  than  the  British  spend  on  propaganda  and  only  a  very  small 
fraction  of  what  Russia  vfill  spend  for  what  he  termed  their  greatest  and  most  ef- 
fective weapon. 

He  contends  that  our  whole  overseas  effort  to  beat  Communism  and  make 
friends  abroad  would  benefit  by  doubling  or  trebling  cur  informational  activity 
and  taking  the  increased  cost  out  of  ether  defense  appropriations  where  it  y^ould 
hardly  be  missed. 

Asserting  that  the  Marshall  Plan  will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the 
finest  and  wisest  things  any  people  has  ever  done  for  another,  the  General  Elec- 
tric chairman  said  that  the  welfare  of  Britain  and  Western  Europe  will  depend  to 
a  great  degree  on  the  abilities  of  these  foreign  countries  to  merchandise  their 
goods  and  commodities  aggressively  enough  to  reach  the  United  States  market  in 
sharply  increasing  amounts. 

"The  longer  we  left-handedly  discourage  foreign  producers  from  selling  in 
our  market,  the  longer  v;e  shall,  in  one  way  or  another,  literally  give  away 
billions  of  dollars  cf  the  taxpayers'  m.oney  every  year,"  Mr,   Reed  said.

"Handouts  of  this  kindare  bad  politically,  morally  and  economically} 
they  are  bad  for  both  the  giver  and  receiver.  They  can  be  avoided  only  by  our 
accepting  payment  in  the  form  of  more  imports  of  foreign  commodities,  goods  and 
seiTvices,  There  is  just  no  escape  from  thiso" 

Mr.  Reed  stated  that  virtually  every  country  of  Europe  today  is  desperate 
ly  short  of  electric  power,  the  foundation  stone  of  its  structure.  Power  is 
rationed  not  only  for  domestic  use  but  verj^  commonly  for  industrial  use  in  most 
European  countries,  he  said.  The  unavailability  of  this  stands  squarely  across 
the  path  to  economic  recovery,  he  said, 

''The  electric  power  industries  of  Europe  are  very  generally,  and  inr:  many 
cases,  long  have  been,  government  owned  and  operated*  One  needs  no  more  con- 
vincing demonstration  of  the  rightness  of  private  ownership  of  our  basic 
utilities  than  to  compare  the  conditions,  the  costs- arid  the  service  available 
here  in  the  United  States  with  those  prevalent e  not  simply  in  one  or  two,  but 
in  virtually  every  country  of  the  world  v/hose  government  has  undertaken  to  do 
the  jobo"

My  subject  tonight  Is,  "The  Role  of  the  Modern  Businessman", 
and  It  would  be  my  preference  to  get  into  It  at  once.   Indeed,  I  feel 
a  little  like  a  friend  of  mine  who  recently  rose  to  address  an 
audience  after  having  been  given  a  most  flattering  Introduction  by 
the  Toastmaster.  He  said,   "l  am  so  impressed  by  your  Chairman's 
description  of  me  that  I  can't  wait  to  hear  what  I  am  going  to  say." 

But  before  taking  up  the  main  topic  I  would  like  to  discuss  for 
a  moment  our  government's  foreign  policy,  particularly  as  It  affects 
our  overseas  expenditures  in  the  period  ahead.   I  am  not  going  to 
hazard  a  guess  at  what  those  expenditures  will  be.   Indeed,  I  very 
m.uch  doubt  whether  anyone  --  except  on  a  sort  of  crapshooting  basis  -- 
could  tell  you  either  what  our  appropriations  for  foreign  expenditures 
are  going  to  be  in  the  next  few  years  or  what  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  United  States  they  should  be.   When  one  is  fighting  a  war,  be 
it  cold  or  hot  --  and  particularly  a  defensive  war  --  the  moves  and 
countermoves  of  the  adversary  have  a  very  large  bearing  on  one's  own 
plans,  both  strategic  and  tactical.   This  is  very  much  our  position 
today. 

We  do  know,  however,  that  of  the  43  billion  dollars  the  federal 

government  will  spend  in  the  present  fiscal  year  the  breakdown  looks 

like  this : 

Defense  expenditure  (including  more  than  one 

billion  of  foreign  military  aid)...  14.5  bil. 

Veterans  benefits 6   bil . 

Foreign  economic  aid  expenditures 5   bil. 

Interest  on  public  debt  (largely  war 

created) 5.5  bil. 

All  other 12   bil. 

So,  out  of  the  43  billion  dollar  total  approximately  31  billions 
are  war-connected  expenditures.   Of  that  amount  something  like  6.5 
billions  will  be  spent  abroad  in  the  form  of  economic  aid,  military 
assistance  and  propaganda.   I  hesitate  to  mention  the  propaganda  or 


foreign  Information  Item  because  It  represents  such  a  tiny  part  of 
the  total.   We  will  spend  less  than  40  million  dollars  on  our  foreign 
information  program   (including  radio,  motion  pictures,  press, 
publications,  exhibits  and  libraries)  all  over  the  world.   This  com- 
pares as  we  have  seen,  with  fourteen  and  a  half  billions  (that  is  to 
say  fourteen  and  a  half  thousand  millions)  of  military  expenditure 
and  5  billions  (or  5,000  millions)  of  foreign  economic  aid.   It  is 
far  less  than  the  British  spend  on  propaganda  and  heaven  knows  how 
small  a  fraction  of  what  Russia  is  spending  on  this,  her  greatest  and 
most  effective  weapon.   I  note  in  passing  --  and  this  is  based  on 
some  study  of  the  matter  Including  a  recent  visit  to  six  countries  of 
Europe  and  the  Near  East  --  that  our  whole  overseas  effort  to  beat 
Communism  and  to  make  friends  abroad  would  benefit  enormously  by 
doubling  or  trebling  our  Informational  activity  and  taking  the  in- 
creased cost  out  of  other  defense  appropriations,  where  it  would 
scarcely  be  missed. 

But  let's  get  back  to  the  foreign  economic  aid  and  military 
assistance  programs. 

Wo  one  is  more  deeply  convinced  than  I  of  the  necessity  of  re- 
ducing over-all  government  expenditures.   I  believe  it  can  and  must 
be  done,  and  I  further  believe  that  the  recent  study  of  the  Committee 
for  Economic  Development  entitled  "Tax  and  Expenditure  Policy  for 
1950"  shows  how  to  do  it.   The  immediate  question  before  us,  however. 
Is  --  how  much,  if  anything,  can  be  cut  from  the  foreign  economic  and 
military  aid  programs? 

I  suggest  we  start  with  a  very  simple  but  extreme  assumption. 
Let's  assume  that  we  cut  them  out  entirely  in  fiscal  1951.   No  foreign 
economic  aid.   No  military  assistance  program.   You  may  not  agree 
with  me,  but  it  is  my  considered  opinion  that  if  we  did  this  we  would 


in  that  same  year  find  It  necessary  to  add  a  greater  amount  to  our  own 
military  appropriations  than  we  saved  by  cutting  out  the  foreign 
economic  and  military  aid.   In  other  words,  the  effect  of  cutting 
ourselves  loose  from  these  overseas  expenditures  would  be  so  shatter- 
ing to  the  morale  and  economic  state  of  the  world,  so  prodigiously 
helpful  to  Russia  and  her  evil  objectives  that  we  would  find  it 
imperative  to  enlarge  and  accelerate  at  once  our  military  defense 
program  in  all  its  phases. 

That,  of  course,  would  be  worse  than  profitless.   It  would  be 
downright  tragic  from  every  standpoint. 

If,  then,  we  are  to  go  on  with  foreign  economic  and  military 
assistance  --  and  I  deeply  believe  that  we  must  --  what  shall  the 
amount  be?  My  guess  --  and  it  is  no  better  than  yours  --is  that 
Congress  will  appropriate  something  less  for  foreign  economic  aid 
next  year  --  perhaps  as  much  as  one  billion  dollars  less  --  and  that 
the  military  assistance  program  will  get  slightly  more.   Over-all  I 
would  think  the  total  figure  might  be  slightly  under  six  billion 
dollars  as  against  6.5  billions  this  year. 

Looking  a  little  further  ahead,  we  have  Paul  Hoffman's  recent 
statement  that  EGA  aid  should  end  on  its  scheduled  date  of  June  30th, 
1952.   I  believe  it  will  in  fact  end  on  that  date,  although  it  is 
unlikely  that  Great  Britain,  Western  Europe  and  their  colonies  will 
by  then  have  achieved  a  balance  of  payments  with  dollar  areas  at  any- 
thing like  their  present  level  of  dollar  imports. 

Whether  and  in  what  form  further  governmental  credits  might  be 
made  available  to  these  countries  will  depend  to  a  very  large  degree 
on  what  progress  Britain  and  Western  Europe  have  then  made  toward 
freeing  up  intra-European  trade,  achieving  convertibility  of 


currencies  and  Improving  the  quantity  and  cost  of  their  production. 
It  may  depend  equally  on  whether  American  private  capital  has  been 
encouraged  by  then  to  flow  in  much  larger  amounts  into  foreign 
investments;  whether  tourism,  an  important  dollar  earner,  has  been 
developed  as  it  should  be;  and  last,  but  not  least,  whether  foreign 
commodities  and  goods  are  being  merchandised  aggressively  enough  to 
reach  the  United  States  market  in  sharply  increasing  amounts. 

This  last  item  is  the  most  difficult  one  for  us  to  urge  or 
contemplate.   More  imports  are,  however,  absolutely  basic  to  our 
position  as  a  great  creditor  nation,  and  the  longer  we  fail  to 
recognize  this  -  the  longer  we  lefthandedly  discourage  foreign  pro- 
ducers from  selling  in  our  market  -  the  longer  we  shall  in  one  way 
or  another  literally  give  away  billions  of  dollars  of  the  taxpayer's 
money  every  year.  Handouts  of  this  kind  are  bad  politically,  morally 
and  economically;  they  are  bad  both  for  the  giver  and  the  receiver. 
They  can  be  avoided  only  by  our  accepting  payment  in  the  form  of  more 
imports  of  foreign  commodities,  goods  and  services.   There  just  is 
no  escape  from  this. 

If,  then,  by  1952  the  things  I  have  mentioned  have  happened  or 
are  well  on  the  v:ay,  I  very  much  hope  American  public  opinion  will 
favor  some  form  of  additional  accommodation  to  bridge  the  final  gap. 
Needless  to  say,  what  Russia  does  or  does  not  do  in  the  interim  will 
be  a  potent  factor.  But  assuming  her  influence  in  Western  Europe 
continues  to  wane,  the  attitude  of  the  American  people  should,  I 
believe,  be  determined  by  a  realistic  appraisal  of  the  success  of 
Western  Europe's  efforts  to  help  herself  and  increase  her  trade  with 
the  rest  of  the  world,  with  special  emphasis  on  dollar  countries. 
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So  much  for  the  dangerous  business  of  forecasting,   I  turn  now 
to  an  observation  more  closely  associated  with  your  work  and  mine  in 
the  field  of  electric  energy.  As  I  said  a  few  moments  ago,  I  visited 
late  last  fall  six  countries  --  England,  Prance,  Italy,  Greece, 
Turkey  and  Egypt.   Most  of  them  I  was  revisiting,  for  during  and 
since  the  war  I  have  had  occasion  to  be  in  almost  every  country  of 
Western  Europe. 

The  war-wrought  devastation  in  many  of  these  areas  is  clear  in 
my  memory,  as  is  the  economic  paralysis  and  its  concomitant,  starva- 
tion, that  gripped  much  of  Western  Europe  in  1946  and  1947.   Those 
who  were  not  there  tend  to  forget  the  deadly  fear  of  Russia  and  of 
imminent  war  that  hung  like  a  pall  over  that  whole  area  from  1946  to 
1948.   It  was  these  conditions  that  gave  rise  to  the  Marshall  Plan 
which,  in  my  judgement,  history  will  record  as  one  of  the  finest, 
and  at  the  same  time,  wisest  things  any  people  has  ever  done  for 
another.   The  objective  of  the  so-called  Economic  Recovery  Program 
has  been,  of  course,  to  help  rebuild  the  productive  capacity  and 
standard  of  living  of  Western  Europe.   Its  principal  motivation  was 
the  need  for  stiffening  resistance  to  the  very  real  threat  of  a 
general  Communist  take-over,  plus  our  own  deep  interest  in  encourag- 
ing insofar  as  we  could  the  preservation  in  Western  Europe  of  the 
political,  economic  and  social  freedoms  which  are  the  life  blood  of 
our  own  American  way  of  life. 

The  point  I  want  to  make  is  that,  whether  we  are  considering  the 
European  Recovery  Program,  or  the  so-called  Point  Pour  Program  or 
Economic  aid  to  Asiatic  countries,  or  for  that  matter  the  future 
wellbelng  of  our  own  country,  electric  energy  is  always  a  foundation 
stone  and  not  Infrequently  the  key  stone  of  the  structure.   This  was 
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imperfectly  appreciated  in  Western  Europe  during  the  early  postwar 
years.  As  a  result,  virtually  every  country  of  Europe  is  today 
desperately,  tragically  short  of  power.   Power  is  rationed  not  only 
for  domestic  but  very  commonly  for  industrial  use  in  most  countries 
of  Europe.   This  means,  of  course,  that  full  and  efficient  operation 
of  most  industries  even  as  presently  equipped  must  await  the  instal- 
lation of  additional  generating  capacity.  And  more  electric  power 
being  an  essential  element  of  any  program  for  increasing  worker 
productivity,  its  unavailability  today  stands  squarely  across  the  path 
to  economic  recovery. 

It  may  be  noted  in  passing  that  the  electric  power  industries  of 
Europe  are  very  generally,  and  in  many  cases  long  have  been,  govern- 
ment owned  and  operated.   One  needs  no  more  convincing  demonstration 
of  the  rightness  of  private  ownership  of  our  basic  utilities  than  to 
compare  the  conditions,  the  costs  and  the  service  available  here  in 
the  United  States  with  those  prevalent,  not  simply  in  one  or  two,  but 
in  virtually  every  country  of  the  world  whose  government  has  under- 
taken to  do  the  job. 

But  how  many  Americans  know  this  story?   Probably  not  one  in 
fifty  thousand.  How  are  they  to  know  where  their  own  best  interests 
lie  if  they  are  not  in  possession  of  the  facts?  And  who,  one  may  ask; 
is  responsible  for  explaining  simply,  clearly,  objectively,  the 
reasons  why  our  system  of  private  enterprise  is  just  as  right  for  the 
utilities  of  a  country  as  it  is  for  the  steel,  or  automobile  or 
clothing  industries? 

This  brings  me,  at  rather  long  last  I  am  afraid,  to  the  role  of 
the  modern  businessman.  Let  me  open  the  subject  on   an  optimistic 
note  by  referring  once  more  to  my  recent  visit  to  England,  Prance, 


Italy,  Greece,  Turkey  and  Egypt.   I  was  fortunate  on  that  trip  in 
being  able  to  meet  a  great  many  top  people  in  business,  banking  and 
government  circles.   I  came  away  from  every  country  except  England 
(where  the  Labor  government  was  too  firmly  committed  to  change)  with 
a  very  definite  impression  that  the  trend  today  is  away  from  govern- 
m.ent  ownership  or  control  of  industry  and  in  the  direction  of  encour- 
aging private  enterprise.   This  was  stated  to  me  flatly  by  high 
officials  in  several  governments  and  broadly  inferred  by  others.   I 
found  many  responsible  officials  disillusioned  by  their  experience 
with  government  ownership  and  appalled  by  the  enormity  of  the  task  of 
extending  it. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  much  has  yet  been  done  to  release  the 
shackles  on  private  enterprise.   That  is  not  the  case.  But  instead 
of  eager,  confident  reaching  for  more  control  and  direction  of  the 
economy,  these  governments  were  talking  about  relaxing  controls, 
encouraging  private  enterprise  and  asking  what  needs  to  be  done  to 
create  a  climate  favorable  to  the  flow  of  private  investments  into 
their  countries. 

I  reported  these  observations  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
International  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris  late  last  October.   Since 
then  impressive  confirmation  of  their  accuracy  may  be  found  in  the 
results  of  the  New  Zealand  and  Australian  elections.  As  you  know,  in 
each  of  those  elections  a  socialistically  inclined  Labor  government 
was  turned  out  by  a  party  which  promised  less  taxes,  less  government 
spending  and  more  encouragement  to  private  enterprise.   The  British 
election  six  weeks  ago  was  less  decisive,  but  the  unworkably  slim 
margin  by  which  the  Labor  Government  was  returned  will  arrest,  if  not 
reverse,  the  socialistic  trend  in  Britain  at  least  for  the  present. 
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I  suggest  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  these  events  present  to 
businessmen  of  all  countries  an  opportunity  and  responsihllity  un- 
paralleled in  our  lifetime.   I  believe  the  crucial  moment  has 
arrived  --  airmen  call  it  the  point  of  no  return  --  when  the  system 
of  competitive  enterprise  based  on  individual  initiative  can  be  saved 
for  the  benefit  of  the  world's  people  or  lost  for  a  very  long  while, 
perhaps  forever. 

For  thirty  years  individual  enterprise  has  in  varying  degrees 
given  way  to  government  enterprise  which,  again  in  varying  degrees, 
has  destroyed  or  threatened  economic  and  political  freedom,  product- 
ive efficiency  and  the  will  to  work.  As  I  have  indicated,  in 
certain  countries  where  men  are  still  free  to  speak  and  vote,  doubts 
are  now  being  expressed  as  to  the  validity  of  the  claims  made  for 
Socialism  and  tight  central  control  of  the  economy. 

It  is  now  --  right  now  --  for  businessmen  to  broaden  their  role. 
Right  now  is  the  time  for  them,  by  fair,  intelligent  and  understand- 
ing word  and  deed,  to  build  support  for  individual  enterprise  and 
assist  their  governments  in  working  out  programs  for  the  elimination 
of  unsound  controls  and  the  creation  of  a  climate  favorable  to  ex- 
panding investments,  jobs  and  output. 

We  in  the  United  States  --  although  we  have  not  gone  as  far 
towards  Socialism  as  many  other  countries  --  are,  unhappily,  still 
moving  in  that  direction.   Our  government  wants  more,  not  less, 
central  authority  to  direct  and  control  the  operations  of  business; 
it  wants  more,  not  less  authority  to  spend;  and  it  wants  more,  not 
less,  taxes  to  finance  its  operations.   The  great  task  of  which  I 
speak  is  therefore  just  as  much  for  the  businessmen  of  America  as  it 
is  for  businessmen  of  countries  where  the  pendulum  seems  for  the 
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moment  to  have  paused.   Indeed,  it  Is  greater  because  we  Americans 
are  looked  to  for  help  and  leadership  by  many  countries  of  the  world. 
Our  homeland  was  spared  the  terrible  destruction  of  war.   Our 
productive  capacity  and  economic  power  have  increased  enormously. 
Our  currency  is  hard  and  our  belief  in  expansion  and  competition 
are  deeply  ingrained. 

I  honestly  believe  that  we  shall  preserve  our  economic  system 
and  productive  vitality  only  so  long  as  other  large  trading  areas  of 
the  world  adhere  to  the  same  principles.  We  cannot  stop  the  trend 
toward  Socialism  unless  other  countries  do.   It  is  for  this  reason 
that  I  attach  utmost  importance  to  the  work  of  the  International 
Chamber  of  Commerce.   Through  it  our  beliefs  and  convictions  can  be 
directly  expressed  to  the  business  leaders  and  governments  of  more 
than  thirty  countries.   Through  it  the  leadership,  the  encouragement, 
the  example  so  needed  by  many  foreign  businessmen,  long  dominated 
and  directed  by  unfriendly  Socialist  governments,  can  be  given. 
Through  the  International  Chamber  the  world  voice  of  free  business 
everywhere,  joined  and  consolidated,  can  be  expressed  to  all  govern- 
ments and  to  the  United  Nations. 

Membership  in  the  International  Chamber  of  Commerce  competes 
with  no  other  business  organization,  national  or  international.  As 
President  of  the  International  Chamber  I  bespeak  your  support  of  and 
participation  in  its  work. 

I  may  be  a  little  "touched"  on  this  subject,  but  it  does  seem 
so  very  clear  to  me  that  all  business  should  join  up.   You  may  have 
heard  about  the  young  man  who  was  very  attentive  to  a  pretty  girl  in 
his  neighborhood.  After  about  a  year  the  father  of  the  girl  took  hini 
aside  and  said,  "You  have  been  going  with  my  daughter  for  more  than 
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a  year.   What  are  your  Intentions,  honorable  or  dishonorable?"  And 
the  boy  replied,  "You  mean  I  have  a  choice?" 

With  the  I.C.C.,  gentlemen,  there  is  only  one  choice. 

Having  delivered  myself  of  that  brief  but  very  sincere 
"commercial",  I  return  to  my  knitting.    It  would  indeed  be  tragic 
if  we  of  countries  which  have  thus  far  escaped  the  extremes  of 
Socialism  failed  to  benefit  --  in  time  --  from  the  experience  of 
other  countries;  if  we  failed  to  stem  the  tide  of  ever  growing 
centralized  authority  simply  and  solely  because  our  people  do  not 
understand  the  significance  of  what  is  happening  to  them.   For  it  is 
this  lack  of  understanding,  it  seems  to  me,  that  is  the  basic  flaw 
in  the  armor  of  America. 

The  reason  the  mass  of  our  adult  population  is  ignorant  of  the 
fundamental  economic  facts  of  life  is  that  nowhere  in  their  life's 
experience  have  they  been  made  to  understand  them.   The  truths  that 
every  businessman  must  know  if  he  is  to  remain  a  businessman  are 
truths  he  has,  in  almost  every  Instance,  learned  the  hard  way  in  the 
course  of  his  business  experience.   And  too  often  we  businessmen 
understand  those  things  only  intuitively,  inarticulately.   Yet  we  are 
surprised  and  resentful  that  our  workers  and  our  neighbors  in  other 
walks  of  life  do  not  promptly  reject  the  attractive  but  unsound 
proposals  made  to  them  by  some  politicians  and  Labor  leaders. 

The  real  reason  is  that  too  many  businessmen  believe  they  have 
discharged  their  responsibility  to  society  by  producing  a  useful 
product,  profitably.   Too  many  businessmen  regard  as  extra-curricular 
or  pro  bono  publico  or  just  plain  wasted  time  and  money  anything  they 
may  be  doing  to  support  studies  and  educational  programs  aimed  at 
creating  a  better  understanding  of  the  fundamentals  of  our  economic 
system.   Too  many  businessmen  have  been  wearing  mental  blinders  which 
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exclude  from  their  line  of  vision  everything  but  the  day  to  day  task 
of  operating  their  businesses  under  conditions  as  they  find  them. 
They  aren't  happy  about  the  conditions  and  realize  they  are  getting 
worse,  but  that  they  have  either  the  capacity  or  the  responsibility 
to  do  something  to  correct  the  situation  rarely  occurs  to  them. 

They  are  like  the  farmer  who  plows  a  fine,  straight  furrow  and 
grows  a  rich  and  plentiful  crop  but  fails  to  note  or  raise  a  hand 
against  the  cloud  of  locusts  on  the  horizon  which,  unless  destroyed, 
will  strip  his  fields. 

The  fact  is,  of  course,  that  of  all  the  people  in  any  community 
the  businessmen  are  the  logical  -  indeed,  virtually  the  only  -  ones 
who  have  the  knowledge,  the  incentive  and  the  resources  to  tackle  the 
job  of  adult  economic  education  in  their  own  back  yards.  Here  in  my 
judgement  lies  the  great  hope  of  the  survival  of  enterprise  based  on 
individual  initiative.  Either  we  shall  succeed  in  generating  a  much 
better  understanding  of  and  a  desire  to  retain  the  basic  elements  of 
the  system  which  made  our  country  great  or  we  shall  continue  to  move 
in  the  direction  of  more  and  ever  more  state  control  and  dictation  of 
all  that  we  do. 

It  is  not  simply  the  oft  proven  and  inevitable  inefficiency  of 
government  operation  or  control  that  destroys  the  future  of  any 
country  which  goes  down  that  road.   Costly  as  that  inefficiency 
always  is  to  the  standard  of  living  of  the  country,  the  real  tragedy 
Is  to  be  found  in  the  millions  of  individual  enterprises  that  never 
are  born. 
m  Prohibitive  taxation  or  the  assumption  of  direct  control  of 

industry  by  state  bureaucracy  destroys  the  incentives  that  in  the  past 
Induced  the  creation  of  millions  of  individual  enterprises.   The 
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productive  undertakings  of  a  country  thus  tend  to  be  narrowed  down 
to  those  which  the  government  itself  conducts  or  sponsors. 

The  real  potential  wealth  of  the  country  --  that  is  to  say,  the 
individual  resourcefulness  and  enterprise  of  all  its  citizens  --  is 
crushed  and  sterilized. 

What  we  must  everlastingly  point  out  is  that  we  are  not  against 
government;  we  are  for  government  within  its  substantial  and  appro- 
priate field  of  action.   But  we  must  keep  emphasizing  that  the  major 
function  of  government  in  economic  affairs  is  to  create  and  to  pre- 
serve a  cliniate  which  invites  and  stimulates  action  on  the  part  of 
others.   Its  function  is  like  that  of  rain  on  a  desert  area.   The 
moisture  creates  a  condition  in  which  millions  of  Individual  organisms 
in  the  desert  soil  are  stimulated  to  life  and  action,  and  very  soon 
the  barren  expanse  is  rich  with  output. 

It  must  be  a  part  of  our  educational  program  to  make  perfectly 
clear  that  business  wants  and  favors  adequate  security  against  in- 
voluntary unemployment,  old  age,  disability,  etc.  But  we  must  also 
point  out  that  for  the  government  to  promise  security  is  meaningless 
unless  the  economy  of  the  country  is  sufficiently  vital  and  produc- 
tive to  provide  the  products  v;hich  will  make  that  promise  good. 

For  the  promise  will  be  made  good  -  if  it  i_s  made  good  -  out  of 
the  products  and  services  produced  by  private  people,  not  by  the 
government.   To  be  sure,  the  government  prints  money,  but  money  has 
value  only  as  private  citizens  of  the  country  produce  all  manner  of 
goods  in  high  volume  and  at  low  cost.   One  can't  eat,  wear  or  live 
under  paper  dollars.   They  are  simply  a  convenient  certificate  of 
exchange  to  escape  the  necessity  of  old  fashioned  barter.   It  is  the 
people  --  not  the  government  --  who  create  wealth,  and  it  is  out  of 
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private  production  that  government  implements  its  programs  of  social 
betterment. 

Thus,  it  is  not  generally  understood  that  social  and  economic 
progress  must  he  twins .   Everybody  wants  adequate  social  security,  but 
it  can  become  and  remain  a  reality  only  so  long  as  the  economic  system 
of  the  country  is  vigorous  and  strong.   In  a  steadily  rising  national 
production  of  goods  and  services  lies  the  only  hope  of  social  progress. 
I  repeat,  social  and  economic  progress  are  twins  --  indeed  they  are 
Siamese  twins  --  and  one  can  live  no  longer  and  grow  no  faster  than 
the  other. 

You  and  I  know  these  things,  but  too  many  million  of  our  fellow 
citizens  do  not.   Nor  do  they  understand  how  increased  production  is 
achieved.   Everyone  knows  that  a  worker  in  any  up-to-date  manufactur- 
ing plant  today  produces  very  much  more  in  a  week's  time  than  his 
father  did  say  twenty-five  years  ago.  But  how  was  this  accomplished? 
Does  he  work  longer  hours?  No.   The  fact  is  he  works  much  fewer  hours 
in  a  week  than  his  father  did  twenty-five  years  ago.   Does  he  work 
harder?  No,  it  is  almost  universally  a  fact  that  the  industrial 
worker  today  is  required  to  expend  less  physical  energy  on  his  job 
than  he  did  a  generation  ago.   Well,  is  the  industrial  worker  today 
more  skilled  than  his  father  was?  Again  the  answer  must  be  no. 
Indeed,  in  the  United  States,  and  I  suspect  elsewhere,  there  are 
today  uiuch  fewer  really  skilled  craftsmen  per  thousand  industrial 
workers  than  there  were  twenty-five  years  ago. 

Well  then,  what  did  account  for  the  very  large  increase  in  the 
worker's  weekly  output?  As  we  know,  but  the  man  in  the  street  does 
not  sufficiently  understand,  the  worker's  arm  has  been  "lengthened" 
by  his  employer  providing  him  with  power  tools  and  specially  designed 
production  equipment  which,  with  less  effort  and  less  skill  and  with 
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shorter  hours,  enable  the  worker  to  produce  many  times  what  he  could 
produce  with  his  hands  or  obsolete  tools.   This  means  that  money,  the 
savings  of  investors  or  the  ploughed  back  portion  of  corporate  earn- 
ings, must  be  spent  to  buy  the  tools  and  equipment  which  the  worker 
operates . 

The  other  part  of  the  answer  is  that  by  expert  design  of  the 
product  and  by  skillful  layout  of  the  plant  the  worker  is  provided 
with  the  maximum  opportunity  to  spend  his  working  hours  actually 
producing.  Waste  and  inefficiency  in  using  his  working  time  are 
minimized.   In  short,  by  placing  expensive  tools  at  his  disposal  and 
by  using  the  most  efficient  factory  layouts  and  production  methods, 
the  worker  can  produce  more  product  per  hour  and  therefore  justify  a 
higher  wage  for  himself  than  would  otherwise  be  possible. 

If  this  point  were  clearly  and  widely  understood  Labor,  even  more 
than  management,  would  be  championing  the  cause  of  substantial  profits 
because  it  is  profits  that  provide  incentive  to  investment  in  new  and 
improved  tools  and  equipment. 

The  whole  subject  of  incentives  needs  to  be  reduced  to  simple, 
understandable  terms.   It  is  incentives  plus  freedom  of  action  that 
distinguish  a  free  from  a  slave  state,  a  vital  growing  economy  from  a 
static  one.   There  must  be  incentives,  adequate  incentives,  for  those 
who  perform  every  function  essential  to  the  operation  of  the  economic 
system.   Thus  the  worker,  the  management,  the  investor  and  the  custom- 
er, all  must  be  provided  with  an  inducement,  a  lively  self-interest 
in  doing  his  part  more  fully,  more  effectively  and  more  efficiently 
than  ever  before.   The  fundamental  point  is  that  people  exert  that 
extra  effort  or  risk  their  savings  on  a  promising  but  unproved  venture 
in  the  expectation  of  reward,  and  our  free  democratic  system  must 
provide  adequate  rewards  to  all  participating  elements  if  the  system 
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is  to  survive.  And  no  economic  system  known  to  history  compares  In 
vitality,  efficiency  or  productive  output  with  a  system  of  competitive 
enterprise  based  on  individual  Initiative. 

I  repeat,  these  things  are  well  known  to  businessmen  worthy  of 
the  name^  but  we  have  been  keeping  them  very  much  to  ourselves.   There 
is  now  in  the  United  States,  I  am  glad  to  say,  a  lively  and  growing 
interest  in  the  development  of  the  best  possible  methods  and  tech- 
niques for  imparting  this  information  to  large  numbers  of  people  in 
plants  and  plant  communities.   More  and  more  companies  are  charging  a 
senior  officer  with  responsibility  for  this  educational  work,  and  as 
a  result  things  are  beginning  to  happen.   If  every  one  of  us  will 
shoulder  his  share  of  the  load  and  will  exchange  with  others  the  re- 
sults of  his  efforts,  we  cannot  fail. 

But  we  have  much  ground  to  make  up.   Time  is  of  the  essence. 
And  now  is  the  time  to  get  at  it. 

And  so,  gentlemen,  behold  our  modern  businessman.   In  addition 
to  his  long-time  role  of  producer  of  ever  better  goods  and  services, 
at  a  profit,  he  is  now  internationalist,  business  statesman  and 
educator.   No  one  knows  better  than  I  that  many  of  you  in  this  audience 
are,  and  long  have  been,  all  of  these  things.   What  I  am  trying  to 
say  is  that  we  must  have  many  more  of  them.   It  is  not  competence 
that  is  lacking,  but  understanding  of  the  urgent  need.   If  you  agree, 
and  will  undertake  to  accelerate  your  efforts  and  spread  the  work  to 
others,  I  have  no  doubt  whatever  of  the  outcome. 
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CHICAGO — "American  business  today  faces   its   greatest  merchandising  challenge" 
said  K.  ViT.   Haagensen,   director  uf  Public  Relations  of  the  Allis -Chalmers  Manufac- 
turing Company^  before  a  meeting  Wednesday  of  the  Midvj-est  Povrer  Conference   at  the 
Sherman  Hotel.     Haagensen's  speech  was  entitled  "?/hat  Kind  of  a  Salesman  Are  You?" 

"We   are   the  world's   greatest  salesmen  of  products   and   services,   but  the  worst 
salesmen  of  ideas,"   Haagensen  said.     "Y/e  must  begin  to  merchandise  an  intangible — 
the  American  way  of  life — just  as  we  have   learned  to  merchandise   our  tangible 
products   and  services, 

"IVe  have  in  cur  sales  kit  not  only  more  and  better  material  than  our  com- 
petitors, but  we   have  successful  performance  to  which  we   can  point.      Hovrever,    no 
salesman  can  merchandise  his  product  with  his  sales  kit  in  the  back  seat  of  his  car, 
at  home  or  in  the   office." 

"But  we  can't  merchandise  our  American  way  of  life  to  th©  extent  that  it  is 
required  unless  v/e  first  learn  to   know  and  to  understand   the  material  that  is   in  it. 
Then  we  must  carry  out   that  sales   program  during  all  our  waking  hours. 
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"We  must  threw  off  the   clcak  of  negativeness   and  approach  our  problems  vd  th 
a  positive   and  constructive  vie-^oint. 

"There  is  nothing  in  America's  progress  to  be  ashamed  of  and  nothing  to  re- 
quire us  to  be  on  the  defensive. 

"The  Ncc-Socialists,  vrith  their  grandiose  Bchemes  and  experiments,   advance 
their  programs  before  a  public  that  has  a  tendency  to  accept  them  because  of  their 
emotional  and  humanitarian  appeal. 

"The  danger  lies  in  the  method  by  which  these  experiments   are   carried   out. 
Rather  than  strengthen  our  economy  and  our  way  of  life,   they  seek  to  substitute   a 
bureaucracy  which  serves   only  to  iveaken  cur   structure  and  to  deny  us  the  potentiali- 
ties of   an  even  greater  future,"    said  Haagensen,

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CHICAGC — As  an  aid  to  scientists  throughout  the  world,  the  National  Registry 
of  Rare  Cr^'^stallographic  Data  has  been  established  by  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.   This  is  the  latest  step  in  the  Foundation's 
efforts  in  making  crystallographic  methods  more  generally  available  to  research 
■workers  in  general  and  analytical  chemists  in  particular. 

The  Registry  is  a  public  service  of  the  Foundation,  and  its  information  is 
available  to  all  scientists.  Dr.  Walter  G.  McCrone,  supervisor  of  the  analytical 
section  of  the  Foundation's  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering  department,  is  in 
charge . 

"y/e  invite  scientijsts  working  individually  and  people  at  industrial  and 
academic  laboratories  to  submit  data  on  nev;  compounds  which  they  identify,"  says 
Dr.  McCrone,  "Acknowledgement  of  persons  and  laboratories  who  contribute  this 
information  will  be  included  in  our  files." 

The  Registry  will  be  useful  to  an  analytical  chemist  when  he  gets  "stuck" 
during  his  research  work,  as  v;hen  he  is  confronted  v-ath  an  unknown  compound.  At 
that  point  he  can  write  to  the  Registry,  describing  the  compound  crystallograph- 
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ically.   If  it  is  listed  in  the  file.  Dr.  McCrone  T;ill  send  the  information  to  the 
inquirer,  identifying  the  compound  for  him. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  the  Registry  is  that  it  contains  information 
which  is  difficult  to  obtain.   At  the  present  time  there  are  several  repositories 
of  information  already  available,  such  as  "Struktur  Bericht"  and  Groth's  "Chem- 
ische  Kristallographie" — tiro  German  works — and  "Optical  Properties  of  Organic 
Compounds."  The  Registry  v/ill  supplement  this  informatj.on  by  its  coverage  of  the 
literature  and,  as  far  as  possible,  by  use  of  unpublished  information  avail.able 
nov;  only  in  company  files.  The  objective  of  the  Registry  is  to  increase  the 
availability  and  amount  of  crystallographic  data. 

Persons  and  organizations  who  v;ant  to  get  the  iriformation  from  the  Registry 
may  do  so  just  by  asking  for  it.  Those  submitting  data  for  use  in  the  Registry 
will  receive  due  recognition  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  their  contribution. 
This  will  vary  from  senior  authorship  to  acknowledgement  within  published  papers. 
The  current  s  eries  cf  monthly  reports  on  new  information  in  the  Registry,  ap- 
pearing in  "Analytical  Chemistry,"  a  professional  publication  cf  the  American 
Ghem.ical  Society,  is  an  example  of  the  intended  use  of  such  data. 

The  first  step  toward  forming  the  Registry  was  taken  in  19lt7  at  the  New  York 
meeting  of  the  American  Chemical  Society.   At  that  time  Dr.  KcCrone  and  John  \'i. 
Cook,  also  of  the  Foundation  staff,  invited  a  group  of  11  prominent  crytallcgra- 
phers  to  get  together  to  discuss  the  idea.   Their  sug-^estions  for  the  bestways 
of  using  a  centralized  inf  orm.ation  setup  were  incorporated  in  the  Registry. 

Also  discussed  at  this  meeting  was  the  important  matter  of  a  system  of 
nomenclature  and  the  problem  of  obtaining  general  agreement  on  the  moaning  of 
symbols  used  in  crystallography.   The  11  m.en  drexf   up  a  tentative  list  cf  conven- 
tions to  be  used.   These  were   then  submitted  to  the  entire  membership  of  the 
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Crystallcgraphic  Society  and  the  American  Society  for  X-Ray  and  Electron  Diffrac- 
tion. As  a  result,  about  100  crystallograrhers  in  the  United  States  and  Europe 
sent  suggestions  and  comments  to  McCronc,   He  then  set  up  a  system  A;hich  has  the 
widest  possible  agreement  among  men  in  the  field.  This  system  was  described  in 
"Analytical  Chemistry"  and  has  since  been  followed  by  the  Foundation  in  its  publi- 
cations .and  in  the  Registry. 

Crystallography  has  long  been  a  field  of  investigation  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technolog;^/.  The  Physics  department,  ivith 
Drs.  Stanley  Siegel,  Kans  Ekstcin,  and  John  '-Vliitney,  has  contributed  many  funda- 
m^ental  papers  in  the  fields  of  theory  of  X-Ray  diffraction,  theory  of  the  solid 
state,  and  structure  determination.   The  Chem.istry  and  Chemical  Engineering  depart- 
ment, with  Dr.  kcCrone,  has  been  concerned  vrith  the  study  of  mechanism  of  crystal 
growth  and  the  use  of  crystal  data — m.orphological,  optical,  and  x-ray — in  the 
identification  of  unknw/n  compounds. 
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CHICAGO  —  "I  Did  Not  Interview  the  Dead"  by  Dr.  David  P.  Boder, 
professor  of  psychology  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  was  selected 
as  one  of  the  "50  Best  Books  for  1949"  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Graphic  Arts. 

The  award  was  based  on  excellence  of  design,  typography,  quality 
of  manufacture,  emotional  appeal  of  the  design  to  the  reader,  and  relation 
between  editorial  content  and  design,. 

The  cover,  designed  by  Ralph  E.  Eckerstrom,  art  editor  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  Press,  emotionally  portrays  the  beaten  figure  of 
a  man  against  a  black  background  of  despair  as  he  clutches  at  the  barbed 
wires  of  inhumanity. 

The  book  presents  verbatim  transcriptions  of  the  narratives  of 
eight  displaced  persons^  It  is  a  highly  readable  and  a  moving  record 
of  man  under  stress,.  It  portrays  nnn's  inhumanity  to  man  and  is  raw 
material  for  serious  study  and  future  action*

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CHICAGO — NeviT  hydroelectric  power,  rich  soil,  and  added  technical  know-hew  can 
mean  a  brighter  future  for  the  Republic  of  El  Salvador,  according  to  Dr.  Milton  E» 
Nelson,  assistant  director  of  the  International  Division  of  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Dr.  Nelson  and  Walter  F.  Huppke,  chemical  engineer,  are  completing  a  four- 
month  study  of  technological  conditions  in  El  Salvador  for  the  Salvadorean  govern- 
ment. The  Foundation  expects  to  publish  their  exhaustive  field  report  within  a  few 
months . 

With  2,250,000  people  packed  into  a  9,000-3quare-mile  tropical  country.  El 
Salvador  needs  greater  labor  productivity  and  new  exports,  Dr.  Nelson  said.  The 
Foundation's  technical  survey  is  intended  to  uncover  agricultural  and  industrial 
possibilities  that  can  be  included  in  a  specific  development  program. 

Dr.  Nelson  and  Huppke  visited  some  100  factories  and  interviewed  government 
officials  and  other  citizens  of  the  Central  American  country.  They  studied  coffee 
plantations,  sugar  mills,  textile  plants,  tanneries,  and  other  commercial  units, 
and  surveyed  natural  resources  and  facilities  for  technical  education. 
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"The  economy  is  mostly  agricultural,"  Dr,  Nelson  said,  "A  dozen  volcanoes 
have  contributed  rich  soil  for  farming.  On  the  slopes  of  the  mountains  are  the 
coffee  plantations  which  product  the  country's  chief  export,  about  60,000  tons  an- 
nually in  total.  Other  products  are  cotton,  sugar,  and  vegetable  oils.  We  hope  to 
find  useful  by-products  from  such  things  as  waste  coffee  pulp.  Full  advantage  is 
not  being  taken  of  this  potentially  valuable  pulp," 

The  International  Bank  has  approved  a  $12,5U5jOOO  loan  to  El  Salvador  for  a 
hydroelectric  project  on  the  Rio  Lempaj  the  Salvadorean  government  will  put  up 
$5,200,000.  The  new  dam  with  30,000  kiT  of  power  will  mean  much  to  the  fuel-short 
country.  Dr.  Nelson  said.  By-products  such  as  coffee  and  cotton-seed  hulls  now 
serve  as  factory  fuel. 

"An  improved  irrigation  system  could  mean  better,  more  frequent  crops,"  Dr, 
Nelson  asserted.  "There  are  plenty  of  \\ratGr  sources,  and  electrical  povrer  can  make 
more  water  available.  An  anti-erosion  program  is  also  needed.  Mountains  have  been 
denuded  of  timber  for  fuel,  and  new  forests  which  at  the  same  time  could  produce 
industrial  crops  are  needed  to  help  combat  erosion." 

Trade  schools  are  needed,  along  with  more  engineering  courses  in  the  local 
university,  according  to  Dr,  Nelson,  Imported  teachers  vrho   understand  industrial 
processing  and  a  continuing  program  for  sending  Salvadorean  students  abroad  for 
technical  training  are  also  listed  by  the  researcher, 

"We  also  plan  to  urge  formation  of  a  Salvadorean  industrial  research  and 
development  institute  for  recommended  projects,"  Dr,  Nelson  said.   "We  believe  that 
such  an  establishment  would  be  a  national  asset."

Los  Angeles'  smog  and  Donora 's  pollution  form  because  of  a  process  called 
"temperature  inversion",  according  to  Dr.  "Salter  C.  McCrone^  supervisor  of 
analytical  chemistry  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  and  Guenther  Baumgart  of  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industi; 

When  the  earth  is  colder  than  the  atmosphere,  air  cannot  rise  and  forms  a 
kind  of  lid  which  holds  pollution  down,  they  explainedo   "Smogs  do  bother  usj" 
they  said,"  but  the  wind  has  a  chance  to  dissapate  our  air  pollutions" 

The  wind  is  not  entirely  a  blessing,  however,  they  continued,   "The  same 
wind  is  the  cause  of  one  of  our  other  important  air  pollution  problemso  Average 
dustfall  reaches  a  peak  in  March  in  Chicago,  probably  because  March — with  the 
I  highest  wind  velocity — comes  after  winter's  ice  and  snow  have  melted  releasing  dirt 
I  on  the  ground  and  on  roof  tops  and  before  vegetation  has  grown  enough  to  trap  dirt 
I  or  hold  the  soil.  Apparently  all  dirt^  even  that  from  chimneys,  comes  to  rest 
quite  quickly,  only  to  be  whipped  up  again  by  the  wind," 

"If  the  places  where  dirt  first  comes  to  rest  after  entering  the  air  were 
cleaned,  or  surfaced,  or  planted  to  prevent  the  dirt  rising  again,  the  dustfall 
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amounts  Trould  be  substantially  reduced,"  McCrone  and  Bauragart  assertedo

Tech;  he  becane  interested  in  the  opening  field  of  air  conditioning..  At  that  time 
there  were  only  three  companies  making  air  conditioning  equipment.. 

His  faith  in  the  future  of  his  field  has  been  more  than  justified:  He 
designed  and  supervised  the  installation  of  a  $150i,0Q0  refrigeration  and  air 
conditioning  plant  in  the  new  Speigel  company  Loop  store. 

Recently  work  was  begun  on  the  County  Hospital  Intern's  building ,  part  of 
the  new  West  Side  Medical  Center.,  Plans  and  specifications  for  the  entire  heating 
and  air  conditioning,  ventilating.,  and  electrical  systems  which  will  cost  $600,000 
for  the  20-story  building  were  laid  out  hy  Goodman.. 

In  addition  to  these  he  has  completed  air  conditioning  system,3  for  4  stores 
in  the  Tliree  Sisters  chain.-.

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will  be  installed  at  a  cost  of  half  a  million  dollars, 

Goodraan's  work  is  to  draw  to  scale  the  entire  system  complete  to  each  duct, 
pipe,  valve,  and  vTire^  The  enormity  of  the  task  is  apparent  when  one  realizes  that 
the  refigeration  unit  in  the  Bismarck,  for  example,  could  supply  1000  tons  of  ice 
a  dayc 

Water  in  the  cooling  system  is  circulated  through  the  refigerating  machine 
at  a  rate  of  3,000  gallons  per  minute^  There  are  several  miles  of  pipes  and  sheet 
metal  ducts  ranging  in  size  from  a  half  inch  pipe  to  a  duct  large  enough  for  a  man 
to  walk  tlirough  uprights 

The  lt500  horse  povrer  motors  which  run  the  system  are  the  equivalent  of  the 
motor  in  a  racing  planer  There  is  a  lot  of  detail  in  the  drawing  for  a  20-story 
apartment  building  or  block-wide  departmen  ;  store-  and  Goodman  takes  as  long  as 
six  monthes  for  a  job  that  size,

ADYANGE  FOR  RELSA3S  A.FTER  9s30  P.M.,  (CST),  MONDAY,  APRIL  1?,  1950 
DESIGN  AND  INDUSTRY  —  by  Walter  Gropius 

When  I  prepared  some  notes  for  this  talk,  I  tried  to  summarize  for  myself 
what  the  changes  are  that  have  taken  place  during  my  own  lifetime  in  the  physical 
as  Trell  as  in  the  spiritual  world.  When  I  was  a  boy,  my  family  was  living  in  a 
city  apartment  with  open  gas-jets,  individual  coal-heated  stoves  in  each  room, 
including  the  bathroom,  where  warm  water  was  heated  for  the  bath  each  Saturday: 
that  took  two  hoursj. 

There  was  no  electric  street-car,  no  automobile,  of  course,  no  plane. 
Radio,  film,  gramophone^  X-ray,  telephone  were  non-existento 
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The  mental  climate  which  prevailed  in  the  80's  and  90*3  was  still  more  or 
less  of  a  static  character.  It  rotated  around  a  seemingly  unshakable  conception 
of  the  eterral  truths.  But  rapidly  this  conception  is  fading  away,  changing  into 
that  of  a  world  of  incessant  transmutation,  of  a  relativity  of  all  its  phenomena. 
Time  and  space  are  no  longer  opposites  but  coefficients  only  of  one  and  the  same 
cosmic  forcet,   The  sum  of  all  of  these  tremendous  changes  during  the  last  half 
century  of  industrial  development  has  achieved  a  more  sweeping  transformation  of 
human  life  than  during  all  of  the  centuries  since  Jesus  Christ  combined, 

Sirall  wonder,  then,  that  we  feel  the  strain  of  this  superhuman  speed  of 
development,  which  seems  to  be  out  of  step  with  the  natural  inertia  of  the  human 
heart  and  with  our  limited  povifer  of  adaptation.  This  whirlwind  leaves  many 
bewildered  and  lost,  unhappy,  or  with  ruined  nerves j  but,  as  the  great  avalanche 
of  progress  in  science  and  philosophy  is  roaring  on  at  a  tearing  pace.  Me   had 
better  look  out  for  the  best  means  of  bracing  ourselves  against  inevitable 
repercussions  o. 

I  do  not  believe  that  v/e  ca.n  retard  or  deviate  the  trend  of  our  world  by 
reactionary  or  ostrich  attitudes.  The  growing  generation  has  to  swim  with  the 
stream  and  must  seek  to  eguip  itself  to  master  its  swift  currents.  The  greater 
the  courage  we   muster  to  face  this  bewildering  impact  of  new  realities  and  to 
recognize  their  forces  instead  of  lulling  our  youngsters  into  a  dream-world  which 
no  longer  exists,  the  better  chance  there  may  be  for  the  survival  of  our  shaky 
world. 

This  country,  in  its  new,  if  unsought j  position  of  world  leadership,  has 
been  silently  called  upon  to  create  the  spiritual  magic  which  vrould  equip  it  ~ 
beyond  its  might  and  wealth  —  with  the  means  for  peaceful  vrorld  guidance. 
Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  here  lies  the  personal  responsibility  of  every  one  of 
us,  ".fe  are  well  aware  that  consolidation  of  the  American  genius  on  the  cultural 
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level  in  addition  to  our  material  strength  could  bring  salvation.  For  ideas  are 
omnipotent.  The  spiritual  trend  of  human  development  lias  always  been  guided  by 
the  thinker,  the  poet,  the  artist,  whose  creations  are  beyond  expediency.  Their 
prophetic  anticipation  has  forced  even  powerful  statesmen  and  mighty  businessmen 
to  follow  their  vision,  as  we  find  to  be  true  all  throughout  history. 

But  the  influence  of  the  thinker  and  the  artist  could  not  have  become 
effective  if  the  people  had  been  indolent  and  unresponsive.   Only  if  the  people 
were  spontaneously  ready  to  receive  those  seeds  of  an  indigenous  ne?if  culture  could 
these  spread  and  sprout.  The  grov/ing  unity  of  the  people's  attitude  finally 
resulted  in  a  social  integrity  —  that  is,  in  a  moral  consciousnesa  which  integrated 
the  pattern  of  their  physical  environment  into  one  coherent  entity. 

That  state  of   grace  of  course  cannot  be  created  by  an  individual  act  or 
even  by  the  will  of  a  group*  But  it  seems  not  to  be  in  the  American  character  to 
sit  tight  and  vvait  for  the  geniuso  Higher  cultural  quality  can  come  from  a 
refinement  and  an  intensification  of  the  American  way  of  life  and  \ie   are  interested 
of  course  to  see  what  factors  should  be  strengthened  so  that  we,  ourselves,  today 
could  help  to  promote  cultural  progress^  '.That  we  can  do  is  to  better  prepare  the 
educational  way  for  the  coming  generation, 

I  have  come  to  believe  that  through  creative  participation  in  the  arts 
people  will  build  up  a  discipline  which  is  the  very  basis  of  culture.   It  vvill 
lead  to  the  unity  of  its  visible  manifestations,  embracing  everything  from  a  simple 
chair  to  the  house  of  worship. 

Do  our  educational  systems  sufficiently  provide  for  such  creative 
participation  in  the  arts,  on  which  I  put  the  emphasis? 

■.7hen  we  look  around,  v;e  often  find  a  v/idespread  belief  that,  if  we  only 
tap  that  stock  of  knowledge  stored  up  in  our  universities,  museums  and  libraries, 
absorbing  it  through  intellectual  processes,  we  shall  then  become  well  educated. 
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True  education,  hov/ever,  is  certainly  more  than  information  and  learningo  One 
cannot  reach  this  goal  through  intellectual  disciplines  alone..  We  seem  to  have 
forgotten  that,  since  time  immemorial,  creative  aesthetic  disciplines  in  the  arts 
have  alvrays  generated  ethic  qualities,. 

In  our  universities,  a  student  is  so  absorbed  by  studj^ing  music  composed 
by  others,  poetry  written  by  others,  and  architecture,  painting  and  sculpture 
created  by  famous  men  of  the  past,  that  he  rarely  finds  a  chance  to  try  his  hand 
at  making  poetry,  music  or  art  of  his  own  invention.  Artistic  creation,  the  most 
virile  human  activity,  is  even  discredited  today  as  feminine  or  "sissy" c  The 
inventive  creative  qualities  of  many  a  student,  I  am  afraid,  are  being  starved 
by  the  current  over-valuation  of  bookish  learning;  but  don't  these  qualities 
provide  the  very  soil  where  new  culture  could  take  root? 

We  obviously  need  a  change  in  attitude  in  regard  to  our  values.  An 
attitude  which  would  encourage,  support  and  promote  the  men  of  vision,  the  poet 
and  the  artist,  and  which  would  give  them  the  rank  they  deserve  within  the  body 
of  our  society,  "vile  certainly  have  recognized  the  essential  value  of  the  scientist 
today,  but  are  v/e  also  aware  of  the  vital  importance  of  the  artist  or,  as  we  might 
call  him,  the  creative  designer,  who  has  to  control  the  visual  manifestations  of 
our  productive  life? 

As  I  am  supposed  to  elaborate  here  on  the  relation  between  industry  and 
design  as  a  specific  issue  of  this  broad  cultural  problem  v/hich  so  much  puzzles 
this  generation,  may  I  illuminate  the  present-day  status  by  a  telling  example? 
Some  time  ago,  I  found  in  the  New  York  Times  an  article  with  the  caption:  U.  3. 
STEEL  TO  mSS-roODUCE  HOUSE  SELLING  FOR  $6000  INCLUDING  LOT.,  After  going  into  all 
the  commercial  details  of  the  house,  the  article  ended  by  saying: 
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"The  Corporation  spokesman  explained  that  one  of  the  najor  aims  in  marketing 
the  new  product  would  be  to  get  away  from  monotony  in  the  design  which  has 
characterized  many  home  colonies  in  the  mass-produced  field.  The  design 
T7ill  be  Colonial  in  character  and  will  be  varied  by  the  use  of  different 
pastel  colors  and  distinguished  ornamental  plagues  and  pilasters". 
You  will  agree  that  this  naive  advertisement  of  one  of  our  most  potent  industries 
is  rather  characteristic  of  the  cultural  improverishment  and  utter  helplessness  of 
our  generation  in  its  attempt  to  make  our  physical  surroundings  beautiful. 

This  example  makes  us  realize,  all  of  a  suddens  that  we  still  seem  to  be 
stuck  with  an  irrelevant  slip-cover  civilization,  as  we  might  call  it.  Our 
sense  of  beauty  has  turned  into  a  timid  and  insipid  attitude  which  dares  to  offer 
us  an  imitative  cosmetic  skin  treatment  as  e  substitute  for  a  creatively  conceived 
design  which  should  grow,  instead,  from  the  very  bones  of  an  industrial  product. 

Today  we  are  indeed  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  era  in  which  American 
industry  7;ill  have  to  make  use  of  the  essential  value  of  higher  quality  through 
organic  design,  VJe  have  matured  beyond  the  old  American  slogan,  "bigger  and  better". 
Our  industrial  products  will  not  only  excel  by  good  quality  of  their  materials  and 
manufacturing  processes  used  but,  in  addition,  also  by  the  inherent  beauty  of  their 
indigenous  design,.  Fortunately  conditions  have  already  changed  greatlyc 

Vifhen  I  came  to  this  country,  in  1928,  I  remember  that  a  highly  honorable 
trade-mark  for  products  designated  for  cultural  distinction  was  "Imported  from 
Europe".  This  designation  has  almost  vanished  today,  with  our  growing  pride  in 
things  American,  The  change  in  attitude  which  I  was  talking  about  has  already 
started,  and  v/ith  it  grows  our  responsibility;  for  there  is  still  much  to  be  done* 
There  is  still  a  wide  gap  between  the  industrialist  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
designer  on  the  other. 
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The  designer  often  fails  to  recognize  sufficiently  the  impact  of 
industrialization  and  its  technical  and  economic  implications.  The  industrialist 
is  often  impatient,  assuming  that  it  is  possible  to  irake  a  design  before  next 
Thursday  '.7hich  v;ill  then  embellish  his  product  so  that  it  v/ill  become  a  best- 
selling  standard.  He  sometimes  still  cherishes  the  notion  that  design  is  something 
to  be  added  on,  instead  of  an  inherent  qiiality  which  can  result  only  from,  a 
laborious  process  through  trial  and  error,  in  close  collaboration  with  all  concerned 
in  its  production. 

There  is  plenty  of  evidence  that  the  success  of  an  industrial  product 
simultaneously  in  the  cultural,  technical  and  economic  fields  depends  entirely  on 
a  balanced  team-v;ork  between  the  designer,  the  scientist,  the  engineer,  the  market 
analyst,  and  the  salesman.   If  the  aim  of  true  team-work  is  to  give  the  best 
possible  service  tlirough  closest  integration  of  all  of  the  factors  involved  in 
manufacturing  a  product,  then  the  professional  v/ork  of  each  member  of  the  team  is 
of  eq.ual  importance  for  the  final  result.  Consequently,  each  member  must  be  of 
egual  rank,  which  nakes  for  the  specific  technique  of  team-work  "implying 
collaboration  and  not  direction  -  freedom  of  initiative,  not  the  impress  of 
authority"  (....Herbert  Read), 

That  approach  does  not  exclude,  of  course,  the  selection  of  a  job  captain 
by  the  team  itself  as  a  primus  inter  pares  (first  among  equals)  v/hose  task  it  is 
to  control  and  schedule  the  processes  of  integration^   The  further  development 
of  team-vrork  will  bring  the  artist,  the  designer,  back  into  the  fold  of  the 
community.   Erora  his  ivory  tower  he  will  move  closer  to  the  test  laboratory  and 
to  the  factory,  and  he  will  become  in  the  eyes  of  the  people  a  legitimate  brother 
of  the  scientist,  the  engineer,  and  the  businessman.   This  circuit  will  be  rapidly 
closed,  I  believe.  Therefore,  to  fit  the  designer  for  his  creative  part  within 
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the  industrial  team  and  to  bring  him  nearer  the  modern  sources  of  production  should 
be  the  predominant  aim  of  our  educational  institutions  of  designo 

V/hen  I  shall  try  now  to  appraise  the  past  and  present  endeavours  in  this 
field,  here  in  Chicago,  I  offer  as  my  credentials  the  fact  that  I  have  been 
absorbed  throughout  my  lifetime  by  these  problems,  both  in  my  ovin  practice  with 
industry  and  in  the  educational  field.  Looking  back,  I  am  proud  that  I  have  been^ 
instrumental  in  bringing  Moholy-Nagy  to  the  New  Bauhaus,  Chicago,  as  the  Institute 
was  called  12  years  ago.  His  stature  and  reputation  as  a  pioneer  in  integration 
and  as  a  great  artist  and  educator  will  still  grow  with  the  yearso 

t^hen  he  started  out  here  \ie   both  know  that  the  Bauhaus  movement  had  proved 
to  be  broad  and  fertile  enough  to  grow  in  very  different  habitats  and  that 
different  personalities  could  give  it  ever-changing  interpretation.  After  esoteric 
beginnings  abroad,  the  Bauhaus  idea  became  the  yeast  in  the  modern  art  movement. 
After  its  consolidation  in  this  country,  it  is  by  nov;  internationally  accepted  and 
traditionally  established,   I  should  like  therefore  to  revier;  its  original  aims 
before  I  outline  its  transformation  v/ithin  the  American  scene. 

What  we  preached  in  practice  was  the  common  citizenship  of  all  forms  of 
creative  work,  and  their  logical  interdependence  on  one  another  in  the  modern 
world.  v;e  wanted  to  help  the  artist  to  recover  the  fine  old  sense  of  design  and 
execution  being  one,  and  to  make  him  feel  that  the  drawing-board  is  merely  a 
prelude  to  the  active  joy  of  fashioning.  Building  unites  both  manual  and  mental 
workers  in  a  common  task.  Therefore  all  alike,  artist  as  artisan,  should  have  a 
common  training;  and,  since  experimental  and  productive  work  are  of  equal  practical 
importance,  the  basis  of  that  training  should  be  broad  enough  to  give  every  kind 
of  talent  an  equal  chance.  And,  since  all  these  commending  brains  will  have  been 
through  the  same  industrial  mill,  they  will  know  not  only  hovi?  to  make  industry 
adopt  their  improvements  and  inventions,  but  also  hov;  to  make  the  machine  the 
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vehicle  of  their  ideaso 

Men  of  this  stamp  are  sure  to  be  eagerly  sought  after.  The  Bauhaus  felt 
that  it  had  a  double  moral  responsibility:  to  make  its  pupils  fully  conscious 
of  the  age  they  were  living  in;,  and  to  train  them  to  turn  their  native  intelligence^ 
and  the  knowledge  they  received,  to  practical  account  in  the  design  of  type-forms 
which  vi/ould  be  the  direct  expression  of  that  consciousness*   Our  ambition  was  to 
rouse  the  creative  artist  from  his  other-worldliness  and  to  re-integrate  him  into 
the  v;ork-a-day  world  of  realities*  Thus  our  conception  of  the  basic  unity  of  all 
design  in  relation  to  life  was  in  diametrical  opposition  to  that  of  of  "art  for 
art's  sake",  and  the  even  more  dangerous  philosophy  it  sprang  froms  business  as 
an  end  in  itself. 

This  explains  our  concentration  on  the  design  of  technical  products  and 
the  organic  sequence  of  their  processes  of  manufacture,  which  gave  rise  to  an 
erroneous  idea  that  the  Bauhaus  had  set  itself  up  as  the  apotheosis  of  rationalismo 
In  reality,.  ho:?ever,  we  were  far  more  preoccupied  with  exploring  the  territory  that 
is  common  to  the  formal  and  technical  spheres,  and  defining  v/here  they  cease  to 
coincide*  The  standardization  of  the  pratical  machinery  of  life  implies  no 
robotization  of  the  individual  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  unburdening  of  his 
existence  from  much  unnecessary  dead-weight  so  as  to  leave  him  freer  to  develop 
on  a  higher  plane* 

But  we  had  also  to  hold  our  own  in  another  direction:  against  detractors 
who  sought  to  identify  every  building  and  object  in  which  ornament  seemed  to  be 
discarded  as  examples  of  an  imaginary  "Bauhaus  Style";  and  imitators  who  prostituted 
our  fundamental  precepts  into  modish  trivialities*  The  object  of  the  Bauhaus  was 
not  to  propagate  any  "style",  system  or  dogma,  but  simply  to  exert  a  revitalizing 
influence  on  design.  7/e  did  not  base  our  teaching  on  any  preconceived  ideas  of 
form,  but  sought  the  spark  of  life  behind  life's  ever-changing  forms* 
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The  Bauhaus  was  the  first  institution  in  the  world  to  dare  to  embody  this 
principle  in  a  definite  curriculum.  To  further  the  cause  of  its  ideals,  and  to 
maintain  the  vigour  and  alertness  of  that  community  spirit  in  v^rhich  imagination- 
and  reality  can  alone  be  fused,  it  had  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  leadership. 
A  "Bauhaus  Style"*  would  have  been  a  confession  of  failure  and  return  to  that  very 
stagnation  and  devitalizing  inertia  which  I  had  called  it  into  being  to  combat. 

When  Moholy-Nagy  built  up  the  Institute  here  in  Chicago,  he  had  the  vision 
to  lay  its  foundations  in  such  a  way  that  indigenous  American  design  could  be 
stimulated  and  developed.  A  genuine  tool  of  cultural  growth,  the  Institute  took 
root  after  a  stormy  beginning.  Its  program  had  been  broadened,  compared  to  that 
of  the  Bauhaus  in  its  general  educational  background  as  well  as  by  much  wider  use 
of  the  modern  means  of  visional  communication. 
■        When  Mo holy  died,  in  1946,  Serge  Chermayeff  was  appointed  Presidento  Soon 
after  the  school's  enrollment  reached  close  to  1^00   students  in  the  day  sessions. 
This  enrollment  has  since  been  steadily  maintained.   I  should  like  to  express  in 
advance  my  great  personal  satisfaction  that  the  Institute,  under  Chermayeff 's  able 
leadership,  is  now  moving  independently  beyond  its  former  achievements  and  those 
of  the  original  Bauhaus  towards  what  I  believe  may  prove  to  become  the  decisive 
link  between  the  designer  and  industry  in  this  countrys 

Last  fall,  as  a  result  of  consultation  between  the  Board  of  Directors  of 

I. loT,  and  the  Institute  of  Design,  the  latter  became  formally  a  department  of 
I 

j   Illinois  Tech,  As  the  result  of  this  merger,  Illinois  Tech  will  be  unique  in 
i 
i  having  within  the  framework  of  an  institution  of  higher  learning  a  degree- granting 

j  department  in  industrial  design  and  in  visual  communication  design.  As  a  further 

! 

!  result  of  the  amalgamation,  it  is  planned  to  extend  this  work  beyond  the 

undergraduate  course  of  four  years  into  graduate  work  and  advanced  research  in  the 

field,  and  I  use  now  the  \7ords  of  Serge  Chermayeff 's  program: 
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"In  this  manner,  Illinois  Tech  will  develop  a  vi/ell  balanced  and  intergrated 
program  in  v/hich  science,  technology  and  design  will  play  their  equally  important 
parts,.  A  unique  emphasis  is  on  the  development  of  a  training  program  and  research 
facilities  in  the  field  of  industrialization  of  building  components  and  building 
equipment  vv-hich  at  this  time  does  not  exist  anywhere  in  the  worlds" 

In  this  bold  step,  far-sightedly  suggested  by  Serge  Cherraayeff,  I  see  the 
decisive  action  to  obtain  at  last  the  effective  instrument  with  V7hich  to  fuse  design 
and  industry,  and  I  welcome  the  choice  of  Konrad  Vfechsmann,  the  creative  inventor, 
to  head  this  department. 

"Not  only  will  Illinois  Tech  be  strengthened  as  a  school  and  research 
center  serving  the  Middle  ^7est,  but  it  will,  in  addition,  become  a  specialized 
school  in  a  relatively  now  and  grov/ing  field  which  v;ill  provide  much-needed 
facilities  for  the  best  professional  brains  and  which  already  is  attracting  a  large 
enrollment  of  students  from  all  over  the  vrorld.   The  program  Vidll  enable  Illinois 
Tech  to  have  a  school  and  research  center  in  v/hich  designers,  scientists  and 
engineers  will  act  collaboratively  v/ith  industry* 

The  three  major  sub-divisions  of  the  program  will  include,  in  one  department, 
architecture  and  city  planning;  and  in  another,  in  the  Institute  of  Design: 
(a)  the  design  of  industrially  produced  building  components  and  equipment  and  (b) 
visual  aids  in  communication.   The  technical  services  already  rendered  over  many 
years  by  the  Institute  and  concentrated  to  a  najor  extent  with  production  goods 
will  nov/  be  extended  into  the  area  of  consumer  goods,  and,  in  particular,  those 
which  are  essential  parts  of  dwelling. 

T/ithin  the  new  co-ordinated  program  of  work  a  climate  is  created  in  which 
scientific  attitude,  technical  descipline  and  aesthetic  sensibility  can  grow. 
It  is  an  activity  \7hich  embraces  and  correlates  into  a  single  field  the  work  of 
artist,  scientist  and  techniciane- 
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The  various  problems  v;ill  not  be  examined  in  isolation  but  always  in  their 
direct  and  inevitalbe  inter-relationships.   It  is  believed  that  this  aspect  of 
the  whole  program  in  particular  will  produce  designers  required  by  American  industry 
in  the  immediate  future. 

Subdivisions  of  industry  to  which  the  new  program  is  of  immediate  interest, 
to  choose  a  f^w  typical  eijcimples,  are:  Manufacturers  of  building  naterials, 
heating  and  ventilation  equipment,  electrical  fixtures,  furnishings,  hardware, 
household  appliances  and  utensils,  textiles,  printing,  advertising,  packaging, 
photography,  cinematography,  television,  etc." 

The  men  responsible  for  this  great  task  of  integrating  the  various 
departments  seem  to  be  of  the  same  progressive  spirit.  Mies  van  der  Rohe  who  at 
one  time,  on  my  suggestion,  had  been  named  my  successor  as  Director  of  the  Bauhaus 
abroad  until  it  was  closed  by  the  Nazis,  has  headed  the  Department  of  Architecture 
and  City  Planning  of  I.IoT,  already  for  12  years,  and  work  of  his  genius  has 
become  prominently  dominant  in  the  Chicago  skylineo  The  stage  is  set  for  a 
fruitful  collaboration. 

Final  success  will  depend  on  the  skill  of  the  leaders  to  combine  their 
forces  to  work  as  a  team,  beirig  convinced  that  the  team  is  greater  than  any  of 
its  individual  members*  It  is  that  spirit,  not  hero  worship,  which  makes  for  the 
climate  in  which  cultural  refinement  in  our  democracy  will  grow.  Its  influence 
will  be  deeper  than  any  Isolated  individual  effort  can  be,  since  its  products  go 
through  the  acid  test  of  being  checked  and  re-checked  by  all  participants  of  the^ 
team. 

Here  originates  the  true  standard  producto  Standardization  is  not  an 
impediment  to  the  development  of  culture  but,  on  the  contrary,  one  of  its  immediate 
prerequisites,  A  standard  may  be  defined  as  that  simplified  practical  thing  in 
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general  use  which  embodies  a  fusion  of  the  best  of  its  anterior  forms  —  a  fusion 
preceded  by  the  elimination  of  the  merely  arbitrary  or  whimsical  and  all  otherwise 
ungeneric  or  non-essential  features,.  The  fear  that  individuality  will  be  crushed 
out  by  the  growing  "tyranny"  of  standardization  is  the  sort  of  myth  v;hich  cannot 
sustain  the  briefest  examination, 
H        In  all  great  epochs  of  history  the  existence  of  standards  —  that  is,  the 
conscious  adoption  of  type-forms  —  has  been  the  criterion  of  a  polite  and  well 
ordered  societj'-;  for  it  is  a  commonplace  that  repetition  of  the  same  things  for 
the  same  purposes  exercises  a  settling  and  civilizing  influence  on  men's  mindSo 
But  mere  machine  repetition  certainly  does  not  by  itself  create  a  standard,,   For 
rationalization,  which  many  people  imagine  to  be  the  cardinal  principle  of  present 
design,  is  really  only  its  purifying  agency. 

The  other  principle,  the  aesthetic  satisfaction  of  the  human  soul,  is  just 
as  important  as  the  material,.  If  mechanization  were  an  end  in  itself,  it  would 
be  an  unmitigated  calamity,  robbing  life  of  half  its  fullness  and  variety  by 
stunting  men  and  vromen  into  sub-human,  robot-like  automatons^   But  in  the  last 
resort  mechanization  can  have  only  one  object:   to  abolish  the  individual's 
physical  toil  of  providing  himself  with  the  necessities  of  existence  in  order  that 
hand  and  brain  may  be  set  free  for  some  higher  order  of  activity. 

When  I  was  honored  with  being  asked  to  address  you  tonight  I  felt  that  I 
should  put  more  emphasis  on  the  cultural  aspect  of  my  speech  than  on  the  vocational, 
Sumjrarizing  my  arguments  I  should  like  to  state  that  the  predominant  educational 
task  is  to  call  forth  creative  habits.  Vocational  skill  should  be  a  by-product 
only  as  a  matter  of  course.   The  students  mind  will  become  increasingly  inventive 
when  he  is  guided  through  sensorial  as  well  as  intellectural  experiences, 
A.  program  of  search  rather  than  of  re-search  makes  the  creative  designer.   This 
attitude  will  lead  him  from  observation  to  discovery  and  finally  to  intuition* 
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I  do  not  know  of  any  design  institute  in  the  world  which  is  better  fitted 
to  provide  such  education  than  the  'Institute'  here  in  Chicago. 

This  speech  is  a  plea  addressed  to  the  American  industry  to  accept  and 
support  the  new  service  offered  thenio  The  ne\i   framevrork  obviously  needs  also 
financial  help  for  buildings  and  tools  to  be  fully  efficient.  But  this  is  not 
only  a  request  for  material  help,  but  a  suggestion  that  industry  should  participate 
actively  in  a  mutual  give  and  take,  recognizing  that  here  is  an  organically 
developing  opportunity  to  achieve  further  refinement  for  their  products  which  may 
bring  them  increasing  cultural  predominance  on  the  world  market.

Now  H,  Go  Wells  was  a  prominent  part  of  that  group  of  Fatian 
Socialists  who  began  their  activities  in  England  ahout  I883.   Over  the 
years  they  drew  to  their  cause  many  noted  Englishmen  In  the  clergy,  in 
education  and  in  government.  Eventually  this  socialist  group  literally 
crept  into  control  of  British  education  and  of  British  government  while 
their  conservative  neighbors  slept.  So  strong  a  hold  did  they  obtain 
on  their  country  that  just  before  the  end  of  World  War  II  in  I9U5  they 
swept  out  of  political  power  in  Britain  the  strongest  personality  of 
our  day,  the  man  who  delivered  England  in  her  darkest  hour.  Please  take 
note  that  this  accomplishment  of  the  Fabian  Socialists  required  almost 
exactly  three  generations. 

Just  three  years  ago,  in  March,  19^7?  and  in  July,  19h'J ,   I 
again  visited  England.  During  that  March  the  severe  cold  happened  to 
coincide  with  a  great  dearth  of  coal  and  resulted  in  intense  suffering 
and  inconvenience  to  the  people.  Industries  were  shut  down  for  weeks  at 
a  time,  depriving  England  of  much  needed  production  for  her  own  con- 
sumption and  for  export ,  The  Labor  Government  explained  it  all  away  by 
saying  the  Department  of  Fuel  had  made  a  mistake  in  estimating  the  amount 
of  coal  needed  above  ground. 

In  that  March  I  met  two  Englishmen,  both  Socialists,  one  of 
whom  was  well  up  in  political  circles,  the  other  an  engineer  on  an  English 
government  project.  They  were  charming  fellows,  beautifully  educated  - 
particularly  in  the  theories  of  socialism.   Of  course  I  extolled  to  them 
the  wonders  of  our  great  American  system  of  higher  education  for  our 
young  men  and  women,  but  they  were  quick  to  assure  me  that  any  young  man 
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or  woman  in  Britain  who  gave  evidence  of  his  ahilities  in  the  fields  of 
higher  education,  could  always  find  ample  support  to  see  them  through 
their  years  in  colleges  and  universities.   Upon  Inquiring  further  I 
learned  that  such  support,  of  course,  came  from  the  government , 

If  that  to  which  nohle  Britain  has  been  converted  since  the 
elections  of  19^5  is  representative  of  the  salvation  of  the  world  to 
which  Mr.  H.  G.  Wells  referred,  then  I  am  sure  that  you  and  I  are  in 
hearty  disagreement  with  it.  I  will  concede,  however,  that  there  is 
great  strength  in  that  which  these  Fahian  Socialists  hiiilt  in  three 
generations , 

We  Americans,  as  exemplified  in  one  of  the  songs  in  "Annie 
Get  Your  Gun",  have  always  prided  ourselves  that  we  -  quote  -  "can  do 
anything  "better  than  you"  -  unquote  -  or  for  that  matter,'  quicker  than 
anyone  else.   Our  American  Socialists  have  accomplished  almost  as  much 
in  a  little  less  than  one  generation  as  the  Fabian  Socialists  did  in 
three  generations.  If  you  and  I  do  not  turn  this  tide  of  socialism 
away  from  our  churches,  from  our  institutions  of  learning  and  our  govern- 
ment now,  we  will  soon  be  able  to  paraphrase"  Karl  Marx  by  saying  "Capital- 
ists of  the  world  unite]  you  have  nothing  to  lose  but  your  chains." 

Actually,  the  extent  to  which  our  own  socialist  government  has 
extended  its  hold  on  our  institutions  of  higher  education  is  far  greater 
and  far  stronger  than  we  may  realize.  Our  socialists  in  government  have 
grahhed  and  are  grabbing  power  in  the  field  of  higher  education  throi;igh 
many  forms  of  aid  to  education.  Dr.  George  Benson,  President  of  Harding 
College  in  Arkansas,  has  outlined  their  methods  in  discussing  a  current 


proposal  before  the  present  Congress  for  federal  aid  to  every  public 
school  in  the  forty-eight  states .   He  states ;   "Both  the  proponents  and 
the  opponents  of  federal  aid  are  agreed  that  the  present  hill,  calling 
for  $500,000,000  if  adopted,  would  he  only  the  beginning.  Both  sides 
are  agreed  that  once  the  principle  is  adopted,  aid  would  increase 
rapidly.  In  my  opinion  it  would  increase  until  the  federal  government 
would  be  carrying  the  major  part  of  the  load  within  a  decade  after  the 
start  had  been  made.   Of  course,  by  that  time,  the  matter  of  federal 
control  now  considered  so  serious,  would  hare  been  fully  accepted  and 
the  consequences  ignored,"  Millions  of  dollars  are  also  involved  in 
bills  before  Congress  for  grants-in-aid,  scholarships,  research  projects 
and  hundreds  more  all  directed  at  our  great  educational  system. 

Our  colleges  and  our  universities  are  unfortunately  vulnerable 
at  this  particular  time  and  how  well  our  federal  socialists  know  it  I 
They  know  the  extent  to  which  our  educational  institutions  were  extended 
during  the  war  for  training  purposes,  and  after  the  war  under  the  G-I 
Bill  of  Rights.  They  know  that  the  direct  income  from  those  government 
sources,  justified  by  military  activities,  is  now  on  the  wane.  The  ad- 
ministrators of  these  institutions  face  the  problem  of  readjustment  to 
a  normal  size,  which  is  a  job  never  easy  to  do  in  any  organization.  Our 
federal  socialists  then  are  dangling  before  the  eyes  of  our  educators 
and  administrators  government  money  by  which  they  can  support  and  main- 
tain their  organizations  in  their  expanded  sizes.  They  are  proposing  to 
subsidize  education  in  America  Just  as  the  Fabian  Socialists  subsidized 
it  in  England  with  such  unfortimate  results. 
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The  pity  of  it  is  that  due  to  the  tremendous  pressure  of  in- 
creased costs  accompanied  by  declining  income,  many  of  our  educators  and 
administrators,  so  thoroughly  trained  in  their  fields,  are  succumhing  to 
this  lure  of  government  money,,  Have  they  heen  converted  to  Mr,  Wells' 
philosophy?  If  they  have,  the  results  will  "be  the  same  here  as  they 
were  in  England,  This  control  of  our  higher  educational  Institutions 
must  be  freed  from  the  federal  socialists  grasp  for  power,  and  for  three 
good  reasons.  These  reasons  are  dangers  to  which  we  must  be  alert.  They 
are  more  than  temporary  dangers;  they  are  inherent  features  of  any  pro- 
gram in  which  dependence  upon  political  agencies  is  expanded  and  made 
more  permanent . 

The  first  is  that  there  is  an  ever-present  line-loss  in  the 
transactions  which  must  take  place.  It  is  a  loss  which  inevitably 
occurs  whenever  a  third  agent  enters  into  a  transaction  between  two 
people,  or  two  groups  of  people.  The  purpose  of  the  third  party  may  be 
of  merit  or  it  may  be  for  harm,  but  whatever  the  purpose  -  it  is  paid 
for,  sometimes  moderately,  sometimes  excessively. 

The  wherewithal  of  any  governmental  agency  is  not  the  result 
of  its  own  productiveness.  It  is  the  result  of  our  productiveness  - 
yours  and  mine  -  turned  over  to  the  agency  as  tax  money  for  use  as  our 
elected  representatives  deem  we  would  wish  it  spent.  We  pay  for  the 
service  they  render  us,  and  in  these  days  we  are  paying  excessively. 
In  fact,  the  Hoover  Commission  has  reported  that  currently  we  are  paying 
over  two  billion  dollars  too  muchi!  We  are  actually  losing  a  lot  of  our 
own  hard  work  and  energy  if  over  two  billion  dollars  of  our  money  is  being 
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expended  for  unproductive  aejrvice  in  our  tehalf ,  most  of  it  useless  and 
unnecessary. 

The  second  very  immediate  danger  is  that  whenever  you  or  I 
support  something  we  do  so  feeling  that  we  are  justified  in  partici- 
pating in  the  programs  developed  with  some  prerogative  as  to  the  acti- 
vities undertaken.  It's  Just  like  the  story  told  hy  W,  J„  Buckley,  Jr., 
a  senior  of  Yale  University,  in  an  interview  with  Bill  Slater  on  the 
radio  program  "Americans,  Speak  Up  J"  Mto  Buckley  stated  that  universi- 
ties should  take  a  definite  stand  on  some  of  the  major  social  and 
economic  problems  of  the  day  and  assume  their  rightful  responsibility 
for  guiding  their  students.  Bill  Slater  asked  him  what  his  opinion  was 
on  the  attitude  of  university  alumni.  Mr.  Buckley  responded;   "You've 
hit  on  a  vital  point,  Mr„  Slater «  Without  the  active  help  of  the  alumni, 
most  private  universities  would  go  bankrupt «  Now  the  need  for  money  is 
something  that  brings  real  unanimity  of  action,  A   imiversity  administra- 
tion can't  run  without  money,  and  they  want  to  run.  There  are  two  sources 
they  can  tap;   one  is  the  government,  the  other  the  alumni,"  Slater 
asked  why  they  didn't  go  to  the  government  for  help  and  Mr,  Buckley 
replied:   "Simply  this,  they  realize  that  there  are  government  strings 
on  government  money.  Yale  and  most  other  private  institutions  still 
cherish  their  freedom,"  To  the  question  'what  should  be  done'  Senior 
Buckley  answered  "The  alumni  should  get  together  and  persuade  the 
trustees  that  the  university  must  have  a  mission  -  definite  goals  which 
the  trustees  shall  specify,  and  toward  which  the  institution  must  guide 
her  students;  that  to  teach  them  to  think  is  not  enough.  The  students 
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must  "be  encouraged  to  thlnlc  and  to  act  along  the  lines  and  towsjrd  the 
goals  which  their  educational  leaders  telieTe  in  -  and  that  they  telieve 
will  test  fortify  them  as  Christians  and  as  intelligent  and.   educated  men 
to  guard  over  the  destiny  of  the  United  States.  The  Administrators  of 
the  University  can  "be  given  the  task  of  carrying  it  out.  Then  there 
will  "be   some  definite  purpose  in  education.  And  in  return,  the  Univer- 
sity should  tell  the  alumni  that  if  they  are  sincerely  interested  in 
the  mission  of  the  University,  the  staggering  cost  of  such  a  mission 
must  te  met,  and  theirs  is  the  duty  to  provide  for  this  cost.  Alumni 
have  given  evidence  of  their  generosity  time  and  time  again.  And,  in 
my  opinion,  contributions  would  "be  increased  tenfold  if  parents  "believed 
that  students  were  being  encouraged  to  align  themselves  against  the 
forces  of  socialism  and  atheism  in  our  country." 

As  Bill  Buckley  pointed  out,  there  are  government  strings  to 
government  money.  As  support  "by  the  government  increases  so  does  its 
authority  and  control.  The  list  of  examples  is  long  indeed  -  tut,  for 
one  -  when  farmers  accepted  subsidies,  they  also  got  controls.  In  a 
test  case  "brought  "before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  by  a  number  of 
farmers  who  had  accepted  subsidies  but  who  objected  to  the  controls, 
Justice  Jackson  ruled-  "It  is  hardly  lack  of  due -process  for  the  govern- 
ment to  regulate  that  which  it  subsidizes." 

One  of  the  most  disturbing  things  in  this  support  and  inevitable 
control  by  a  political  agency  is  that  it  expands  rapidly  and  unwisely  - 
its  only  regulation,  its  only  safety  device  is  the  voice  of  a  slow -moving, 
and  sometimes  inarticulate  electorate.  Business  is  regulated  by  the 


customer,  ty  the  stockholder,  ty  'banking  institutions  and  these  act  imme- 
diately and  directly  to  cause  business  to  "be  soundly  operated,  or  to  go 
out  of  "business j  you  and  I,  in  our  personal  lives,  are  limited  ty  a 
"budget  which  must  be  "balanced,  by  our  skills  which  we  must  use  effi- 
ciently, by  the  needs  of  our  families.  But  political  agencies  are  not 
fashioned  into  sound  organizations  and  efficiently  operated  imits  by 
such  direct  influences.  It  is  even  being  said,  in  high  government 
circles,  that  there  is  no  need  for  the  government  to  limit  its  spending 
to  its  income.  From  whence,  I  would  like  to  ask,  does  the  government 
think  that  its  income  really  flows???? 

In  the  third  place  by  asking  the  government  to  support  our 
educational  institutions  we  are  submitting  ourselves  to  the  influence  of 
a  drug  more  deadly  than  the  most  potent  narcotic.  Extended  support  of 
education  by  the  government  is  one  major  aspect  of  the  "welfare  state". 
To  understand  the  nature  of  this  "welfare  state"  drug  let  us  visit 
opposite  sides  of  the  world  for  a  moment. 

On  the  one  hand,  Norway  is  the  most  recent  nation  to  be  placed 
under  a  "welfare  state"  government.  Fred  G,  Clark  and  R.  S.  Rimanoczy 
have  quoted  from  a  leading  Norwegian  weekly  magazine  which  outlined  the 
'something  for  nothing'  state  as  follows;   "To  sum  up,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  it  represents  a  Moral  Relapse  when  people  imagine  that  it  is 
insignificant  whether  one  works  little  or  much,  whether  one  is  absent 
from  work  or  sticks  to  the  job,  and  whether  one  saves  or  squanders  one's 
money,"  The  authors  go  on  to  say-  "If  anyone  believes  that  the  so-called 
'welfare  state'  is  not  guilty  of  contributing  to  adult  delinquency,  and 


if  adult  delinquency  is  not  Just  as  destructive  to  society  as  Juvenile 
delinquency,  we  are  eager  to  hear  evidence  to  the  contrary."  "Adult 
delinquency  is  the  Socialists  road  to  political  power." 

From  the  opposite  side  of  the  world,  from  a  life  more  primi- 
tive than  you  or  I  know,  comes  a  similar  declaration.  In  a  recent 
article  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  entitled  "The  Reds  are  Rapping  at 
Our  Arctic  Door"  the  author  told  of  interviews  she  had  had  with  Eskimos 
living  on  small  Islands  off  the  Alaskan  coast,  Just  a  few  miles  from 
other  islands  controlled  hy  the  Russians,.';  The  American  Eskimos  had 
recently  visited  their  relatives  and  friends  on  these  Russian  islands 
and  had  formulated  some  opinions  worthy  of  consideration  ty  democratic 
people.  They  related  that  their  friends  had  to  give  everything  to  the 
government  store  where  one  third  was  put  into  a  stockpile  of  food.  From 
this  stockpile  a  man's  family  would  he  fed  if,  for  some  reason,  the  man 
of  the  house  was  unahle  to  work.  The  author  then  suggested,  "Would 
that  seem  like  a  good  idea,  perhaps?  You  would  not  have  to  worry...,." 
At  this  point  an  older  man  hurst  into  the  conversation.   "Eskimo  always 
have  share!  You  come  to  this  village,  you  are  stranger,  we  feed  you. 
We  help  each  other,  we  give  to  each  other.  We  want  to  give  it.  If 
government  man  say,  'You  must  share;  I  will  make  you  share,'  we  do  not 
need  to  have  any  good  feelings,  any  kind  thoi:^hts,  any  more.  Russian 
way  make  people  selfish  1" 

It  seems  to  me  that  from  these  two  examples,  literally  a 
world  apart,  we  can  readily  comprehend  the  very  real  danger  to  which  we 
are  exposing  ourselves  and  our  educational  institutions.  Increasing 


dependence  upon  someone  else  can  only  lead  us  to  our  own  moral  disinte- 
gration and  to  the  destruction  of  the  freedom  and  integrity  of  our 
educational  programo   I  am  glad  to  say  that  your  Alma  Mater^  your  student 
"body,  your  faculty,  your  administrative  staff,  and  you  alumni,  who  can 
give  the  school  its  future,  are  not  seeking  for  or  relying  on  anyone  hut 
yourselves o  As  a  great  educator  and  administrator,  your  President, 
Henry  Heald  has  written:-  "We,  at  the  Institute,  believe  that  institu- 
tions such  as  ours  must  he  maintained  as  independent  centers  of  education 
and  scientific  enquiry  -  particularly  in  this  era  of  greater  centralized 
controls,  Illinois  Tech's  plans  for  the  future  are  hased  upon  continued 
growth  and  increased  service  through  independent  action  -  a  free  partner- 
ship of  science,  industry  and  education." 

We  Americans  must  regain  and  then  we  must  retain  the  responsi- 
hility  and  control  of  educational  matters  at  the  grass  roots  level  where 
our  people  themselves  will  have  a  chance  to  support  and  direct  them. 
Our  Freedom's  Future  lies  within  this  very  small  area,  independent  "both 
from  state  and  from  federal  support,  where  clear  thinking,  hard  working 
men  and  women  have  reaped  the  benefits  of  their  own  freedom  and  have  the 
courage  to  carry  forward  for  the  freedom  of  their  children  hy  fighting 
with  their  energies  and  with  their  resources  just  as  you  are  now  preparing 
to  do.  There  is  no  more  noble  task  to  which  you  could  devote  your 
energies  than  that  of  opening  the  floodgates  for  a  cascade  of  dollars  in 
support  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  that  aggressive  institution 
for  higher  education,  that  stalwart  bastion  of  our-  Freedom's  Future.

preparation,  and  poor  delivery, 

"One  thing  that  keeps  this  country  in  constant  turmoil,"  he  said, 
"is  the  peculiar  attraction  that  strong  lungs  have  for  \7eak  headSo  «  o  Had 
the  Divine  Creator  intended  us  to  talk  more  than  to  listen,  he  would 
have  most  assuredly  given  us  two  mouths  and  only  one  ear» 

"The  majority  of  after  dinner  speakers p"  he  continued,  "can  best 
be  described  by  a  simple  limerick;   'He  arose  with  his  speech  and  he 
read  it;  he  had  nothing  to  say  and  he  said  it*'"

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CHICAGO — ^For  years  many  housewives  have  insisted  that  a  sure  way  to  over- 
come household  smells   is  to  burn  several  big  v/ooden^stril^ -anyv;here  matches*in  the 
room  affected.     The  women  "just  knew,"    they  said,   that  the  burning  chemicals  in  the 
match  head  made   a  good  deodorant. 

But  the  trick  remained  in  the  realm  of  popular  but  unproved  kitchen  m.agic 
until  chemists  of  the  ilrraour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy took  a  long,  scientific  lonk  at  it  at  the  request  of  The  Diamond  Katch  Company. 

Their   conclusion:      The  v;omen  are   right.      Matches  really  mask  unpleasant 
smells  ranging  from  sickening  sweet  to  dovirnright  awful. 

No  machine  has  yet  been  devised  to  replace  the  nose,    so  William  L.    Kubie, 
biochemist  who  worked  on  the  project,   used  a  "jury"   of  eight  men  and  tvfo  women  as 
sniffers.     They  smelled  the  unadulterated  odors,   then  the  odors   after   they  were  af- 
fected by  the  burning  matches. 

Eight  of  the  group  had  previous  ej^jerience   in  smell  tests  and  the   father 
two  had  been  tested  for  smell  sensitivity,    so  the  acuteness   of  all  ten  in  detecting 
smells  had  already  been  established.

K  Kubie  used  three  methods.   In  the  first  he  used  two  Mason  jars,  each  con- 

taining a  small  amount  of  the  same  amelly  chemical.  Inside  one  of  the  jars  he 
lighted  a  match,  comparing  the  effect  vrlth   that  of  the  other  jar  in  which  no  match 
was  lighted. 

In  the  second  method,  two  pairs  of  tin  boxes  were  used.   Jars  containing 
a  chemical  vrere  placed  in  both  sets  of  boxes,  and  matches  were  set  in  only  one  of 
the  pairs.   The  matches  were  ignited  by  electricity  after  doors  on  the  boxes  were 
tightly  closed.  The  ^nry  members  then  smelled  the  air  coming  from  the  boxes  with 
matches  and  those  without  them. 

In  the  third  method,  chemicals  were  placed  in  a  small  room  and  allovred  to 
give  off  their  odors.  Then  matches  wero  burned  to  see,  or  rather  smell,  v.hat  effect 
they  had. 

Using  all  three  methods,  Kubie  found  that  Diamond  "strike— anyv/he re" 
matches  really  masked  the  odors. 

For  example,  in  the  jar  method,  the  match  completely  masked  an  orange 
odor. 

In  one  of  the  odor  room  experiments,  Kubie  used  tertiary-butyl  mercaptan 
which  gives  off  an  odor  of — ^^^ou  should  excuse  the  expression — sl-oink.   He  left  a 
closed  bottle  of  it  in  the  room  one  evening.   The  next  day  the  smell  had  saturated 
the  room  and  even  drifted  out  into  an  adjoining  hallway.  But  when  he  lighted  six 
matches,  they  masked  the  odor  for  five  minutes. 

In  preparing  for  the  project,  Kubie  first  studied  the  physiology  of  the 
smelling  apparatus. 

"There  is  no  known  physical  measurement  yrhich  can  be  made  to  describe 
smells,  such  as  frequency  or  wavelength  in  sight  or  sound,"  he  says.   At  present, 
the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  compare  an  odor  m  th  other  known  smells.

"There  are  four  ir.echanisms  by  vrhich  the  sense  of  smell  can  be  prevented 
frcm  detecting  an  odor/'  Kubie  says.  "They  are  fatigue,  anesthesia,  neutralization, 
and  masking." 

Fatigue  is  the  fading  of  the  intensity  ivith  -which  an  odor  is  detected, 
although  the  strength  of  the  odor  remains  the  same.  Anesthesia  is  the  complete 
blocking  cf  the  sense  cf  smell  toward  all  odors.   Neutralization  is  the  combination 
of  twc  odors  that  results  in  less  odor  stimulation  than  that  from  either  odor  alone. 
Masking  obliterates  one  odor  by  superimposing  another  on  it.   It  is  the  masking 
effect  that  makes  "strike  anywhere"  matches  useful  as  a  deodorant. 
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CHICAGO  —  Scientists  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  have  begun 
research,  aimed  at  decreasing  the  noise  caused  by  equipment  installed  in  structures 
by  eliminating  transmission  of  damaging  vibrations  from  reciprocating  and  rotating 
irachinery.. 

The  basic  process  of  restricting  vibrations  to  the.  machinery  itself  by  use 
of  isolating  mounts  is  known  to  engineers*  The  spread  of  vibrations  throughout 
the  housing  structure  has  been  effectively  solved  in  most  cases  of  normal  frequency 
vibration  (relatively  few  vibrations  per  second*) 

However,  present  day  demands  for  accelerated  performances  have  resulted  in 
faster  and  more  powerful  engines,  compressors,  and  other  mechanical  equipment. 
Resulting  high  frequencies  of  vibrations  are  beyond  the  range  for  which  existing 
mounts  were  originally  tested.  Some  types  of  commercial  mounts  may  be  inadequate 
in  high  frequency  range. 

To  date,  experiments  conducted  by  Chester  A«  Arents,  assistant  dean  of 
engineering,  and  Wilson  P.  Green,  professor  of  mechanical  engineering,  have  beem 
confined  to  testing  existing  mounts. 

It  is  possible  that  from  the  tests  an  improved  design  may  be  developed 
for  the  interception  of  harmful  and  irritating  high  frequency  vibrations. 

In  measuring  vibrations,  the  mounts  are  placed  between  a  loading  weight 

and  an  electro-magnetic  driver  which  delivers  regulated  vibrations.  Readings  are 

taken  by  electronic  measuring  instruments.  From  these  the  scientists  are  able  to 

establish  a  ratio  between  the  vibrations  of  the  driver  and  those  transmitted 
through  the  mount. 

The  entire  arrangement  is  suspended  by  balances,  counter-balances,  and 
springs  which  prevent  any  foreign  disturbances  from  entering  the  systenu, 
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DELIVER — Research  on  metals,  a  backward  child  cf  industrial  development  in 
the  past,  is  coming  of  age,  William  E.  Mahin,  director  of  research  at  Armour  Re- 
search Foundation  cf  Illinois  Institute  of  Technclogy,  said  tonight. 

Kahin  spoke  at  a  meeting  of  the  Denver  chapter  cf  the  American  Society  for 
Metals  here  tonight.

CHICAGO — The  Economic  Cooperation  Administration  has  established  and  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technologj^  will  operate  a  technological  educational  institution  in 
Korea  knov/n  as  the  Korea  Technical  Institute,  it  was  announced  today  by  President 
Henry  T.  Heald  of  Illinois  Tech  and  EGA  officials. 

A  contract  between  Illinois  Tech  and  EGA  provides  for  supervision  of  the 
Korean  institute  during  its  first  year  by  Illinois  Tech,   The  program  v.dll  start 
June  1. 

The  Institute  staff  will  train  Korean  citizens  as  teachers,  vocational  in- 
structors, technicians,  plant  supervisors,  and  shop  foremen  ivho  can  take  their 
places  in  the  educational  and  economic  life  of  the  Republic  of  Korea. 

Raymond  D.  Meade,  associate  professor  of  education  at  Illinois  Tech  and  a 
veteran  of  more  than  2$   years  in  educational  administration,  has  been  named  dir- 
ector of  the  Korea  Institute, 

Meade  Virill  begin  immediately  to  recruit  22  technically  trained  educators  who 
comprise  his  American  staff  in  Korea  and  will  be  supplemented  by  qualified  Korean 
personnel. 
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Meade  will  recruit  his  American  staff  between  novj-  and  June  1  when  the  staff 
will  leave  in  a  group  for  Korea,   Instruction  will  begin  July  1,  with  two  22-vreek 
semesters  schedule  d. 

Three  existing  Korean  institutes  will  comprise  the  American-operated  Korean 
Technical  Institute:   the  Pusan  Fisheries  Institute,  the  Suwon  Agricultural  Insti- 
tute, and  the  Seoul  Technical  Institute,  Meade's  headquarters  will  be  in  the 
Korean  capital,  Seoul. 

A  separate  agreement  betv/een  the  EGA  and  the  .Republic  of  Korea  provides 
that  the  Institute  will  be  administered  by  a  board  cf  trustees  of  nine  persons: 

Five  from  the  ?.e public  of  Korea — the  ministers  of  education,  transportation, 
agriculture  and  forestry,  commerce  and  industry,  and  planning. 

Four  from  the  EGA  mission  to  Korea — directors  of  the  technical  training 
division  (chairman  of  the  board),  industry  and  mining  division,  food  and  agricul- 
ture division,  and  a  representative  of  th.-  U.  S.  diplomatic  mission  to  Korea. 

Advisory  committees  representing  Korean  industry,  agriculture,  and  fisheries 
will  be  appointed.   Meade,  as  director  of  the  Institute,  will  serve  as  executive 
secretary  of  the  board  of  directors  and  as  a  member  of  each  advisory  group. 

The  American  staff  virill  include  experts  in  marine  biology  and  food  process- 
ing, soil  chemistry,  agronomy,  plant  pathology,  animal  nutrition,  veterinary 
medicine,  poultry  and  animal  husbandry,  agricultural  engineering,  machine  shop 
practice,  electricity  and  po\Yer  generation,  applied  chemistry  and  physics,  sheet 
metal,  welding,  and  other  technical  skills. 

The  program  will  be  geared  to  the  transference  of  technical  skills  as  fast 
as  they  can  be  assim.ilated  by  Korean  nationals,  somewhat  in  the  manner  of  the  ac- 
celerated war-time  training  program  at  Illinois  Tech. 
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The  Institute  villi  not  grant  either  undergraduate  or  graduate  degrees.  Adult 
students  in  the  three  cooperating  Korean  institutions  will  be  trained  in  the  tech- 
nical areas  necessary  to  utilize  Korean  natural  resources  and  sustain  the  country's 
economic  life. 

"For  30  years  before  V/orld  l^.''ar  II,"  Heade  said,  "all  technical  operatioris  in 
Korea  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Japanese.  V/hen  Korea  became  a  Republic  and  the 
Japanese  were  evacuated,  few  technically  proficient  persons  were  left  to  direct 
the  country's  industries.  Establisliment  and  operation  of  the  Institute  is  an  im- 
portant phase  of  filling  that  void." 

A  native  of  Princeton,  Ind.,  lAeade  received  a  certificate  from  the  Uni-- 
versite'  de  Toulouse,  PYance,  in  1919  (after  service  in  ■'.Yorld  Y/ar  I),  a  bachelor's 
degree  from,  the  University  of  Oklahoma  in  1923,  and  master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1933.
